REASONS WHY 8O MANY PROPLE DIF OF THE 
FELL DISKASE—SIONIFICANT FACTS AND 
FIGURES, 

At tho Canadian Lastitute, Toronto, on 

Saturday night D. P, H. Bryoo delivered 

4 lecture on ‘‘Ooneumption,” giving reasons 

why so many persons are annually carried 

olf by this dread scourge, with facts taken 
from mortality returns and sanitary laws. 

From his position as, Secretary of the Pro- 

vincial Board of Health the doctor has 

obtained o firm grasp of the subject in 
hand, The speaker remarked that tho 
question of the zymotic origin of consump- 
tion, or more properly tuboroulosia, has 
received within the past year added inter 
est from tho fact that Knoch, of Berlin, 
has given the world the results of expert- 
ments whieh he claims to have proyed 
that certain bacteria may invariably be 
found in the sputa of consumptive pa- 
tients, and that by the cultivation of them 
in blood at the temporatnro of the body 
they may be developed, and if injected 
into the body of rabbits they will cause the 
tuberculous disease. Opinions of some 
greatest biologists of the day were given 
pro and con., and the conclusions arrived 
at by the speaker on the whole favored 
the theory of the contagious cha- 
racter of tho disease, Thus an 
acoount was given of the pbservation at 
Nuremberg Germany, in which a con- 
sumptive midwife apparently gave the 
disease to at least ten infants, who died of 
the tubercular disease within o year, while 
of the children nursed by another healthy 
woman none died of the dicease, “Against 
these facts the experience of Dr, T. Wil- 
liams, of the Brompton Hospital for Con- 
sumptives, was given—that if care were 
taken to have an abundance of tresh air in 
the aick room the danger of communicating 
the disease is very small. However, apart 
from this question, the speaker remarked 
there are certain facts so important that it 
ts the duty of all to know them. From the 

Registrar-General’s return he had obtairied 

the following facts :

As to causation of disease there are three 
principal olmeses of causes; (1) Hereditary 
influences. (2) Influences which reduce the 
vitality of the physical system. (3) The 
influence 6f cold and dampness, Heredi- 
tary influences, ho remarked, show them- 
selves in a constitutional debility, or what 
{a called by Jaccord, ‘‘ 4n imperfection of 
nutrition.” But further than this, the 
disease may be innate or acquired. The 
influencee which reduce the vitality of the 
system are many, which may increase 
hereditary and innate tendencies, as well 
as oause the disease to be acquired. 

Among those are: (1) Over-study. (2) 
Over-work, (3) Working at unhealthy 
trades and occupations. (4) Mental 
trouble. 5) Immoral excesses. (6)- 
Amongst children. (7) Insufficient milk 
while nursiag. (8) Artificial feeding. (9) 
Too early weaning. (10) Lack of fresh air 
and exercise. (11) Unwholesome food. 
(12) Excessive labor in large manufactor- 
ies. (13) Abuso of alcoholic liquors. 

To show the influence of some of there 
statistics were given. Thus, in England, 1 
child in every 6 dies within a year of birth ; 
in Paris 50 por cent. die within four years 
of birth ; in Ontario 1 child in every 7 dies 
within 1 year of birth in the ten cities, and 
in the country ] in every 10 dies. It must 
be evident, he remarked, from these figures, 
that tho same causes producing such fright- 
ful mortality among the children in Oana- 
dian cities must, with additional others, 
tend to produce consumption in later life, 
To show what is the result, especially from 
bad air, he gave statistics showing tho 
influence of bad air. Thus the mortality 
in foundling hospitals in the towns of Eag- 
land shows a mortality of 92 por vent of 
children under 6 years of oye, while in 
hospitals in the country the death rate is 
only 114 per cont. Tho difference in this 
cage must be largely duo, ho remarked, to 
the impure air ond lack of room in towns, 
Again, 74 pet cont of the total mortality 
for 1876 in London for the three summer 
months was of children underI yoar, and 
from diarrhces. 

Honco, summing up, he concluded that

The Ostrich Kick 

Whona former goes into a savage bird's 
camp he takes with him a thorn pole, with a 
bransh or two of the thorny bush 1-ft on the 
end This is called a “tuck,” and when the 
tuck is applied to the ostrioh’s neck or head 
(his tender points) be is almost invariably 
subdued, and, after ono or two efforts to ea- 
cape, bolts furiously off to the other side ot 
the oamp, where he races up and down to 
vent his baffled rage. It, however, the bird 
Kets near cnough to his opponent to give the 
so-called kick, he lifta his bony legs as high 
as his body and throws it forward with de- 
moniao grotesqueness, and brings it dowa with 
terrible force, His object is to rip the enemy 
down with his dangerous claw, but in most 
oases it is the flat bottom of his foot which 
strikes,a:d the kiok is dangerous as much from 
its shoer power as from its laceratiag effects. 
It is a movement of terrible velocity and 
power, atall events. Several instancss may 
be mentioned of herd-boys being thus eitber 
wounded, maimed, or killed ontcight. One 
case occurred near Graaf Reinet, in which a 
horae had his back broken by a single blow. 
In this case the bird endeavored to kill the 
rider, but missed him and struck the horas, 

Macy persons have beensetupon my birds 
when there wag no shelter, not even a tree to 
runup. Io such a case, ifthe pureued were 
acquainted with strnthi.uy tactics, he would 
lie down flat on the ground, where the bird 
finds it impossible to strike him. But even 
this is no light matter, for some birds in their 
rage at being baffled of their kick, will roll 
over their prostrate enemy, bellowing with 
fury and trampling upon him in the most 
contemptuous fashion, One man whe thus 
attempted the lyingdown plan found that 
every time he attempted to rise the bird 
would return and stand eontry over him, till 
at last, after creeping a distance, he got out 
only by swimming a pond thst bounded cne 
side of the oamp.—‘*‘Farming for Feathers," 
in January Century.

A COLORADO TOWN SIIAKEN AS BY AN EARTH: 
QUAKE—THE MAD RACE OF A VAST BODY 
OF ICE, 

A Gunnison (Col.) despatch says: Last 
night « snow aelide stactod from the summit 


of Ruby Peak, near Duvin, and travelled 
at a foarful velocity a distance of a mile, to 
tho bottom of tho gulch, destroying all the 
shaft houses and machinery of the Ruby, 
Chief, Howard, Extension, Durang and 
Oaks mines.

Last Saturday, J. W. Good- 
speed, while crossing the mountain noar 
Gothie, was caught in a snow slide, hurlod 
to tho gulch, and buried » hundred feet 
under the snow, whore his body must re- 
main until summer. This morning an 
immense elide on the Gothie mountain, near 
Gothie, went down with such frighttual force 
as to shake the town like an earthquake,

The Veto Power. 


THE LIBERAL RECORD IN RESPECT TO 1T- GOISG

America in consequence ¢ Hi the pernicious doo- 
trine of Sate Rights. So hogavesll the 
influence at his commend—al] th» ‘‘ reform” 
influence he was master of—to place provin- 
cial legislation in o strictly subordinate posi- 
tion constituting the federal Government at 
Ottawa a supervisory body over it, snd placing 
the veto power in their hands, In the course 
of oneof the many debates that took plece, 
Mr. George Brown was especially emphatio 
on this point. He sald : 

“‘We have retained In the hands of the 
general Government all the powers necessary 
to secure a strong and efficient administration 
of public affairs. By vesting the appointment 
of the Lieutenant Governors in the General 
Government, and giviaga vetofor all looal 
measures, we have seoured that no injustice 
shall be done without appeal in local legisla- 
tion.” 

Can anything bo more adverse to the doc- 
trines now preached by the Grits, that the 
Local Legislatures ‘‘can do wrong if they 
Choose?” 

Nor was Mr, Mackenzie leas omphatio in 
occupying the ground thatas State rights 
had worked so much mischief in Amerioa they 
ehould be strongly provided against under tho 
new Canadian constitution. And he said :— 

“The velo power is necessary in order that 
the general Government may havea control 
over the proceedings of the L»cal Legislatures 
to a cortain extent, The went of this powor 
was the great source of weakness in the United 
States, and itjis a want that will bo remedied 
by an amendment in thelr constitution very 
soon, So long+s each State considered iteelf 
soverolyn, whose acts and lawa could not be 
called in question, it was quite olear that the 
central authority was destitute of power to 
compel obedience If each Province were 
enabled to eact auch lawe as it pleased, every 
body would be at the mercy of the Local Legis: 
latures, and the general Legislature would bo 
come of little importsnce.” 

That was “reform” opinion in 1867 68,and 
it should be the prevailing opinion still, Party 
neooerity row steps in and induces somo of 
the ‘‘ reformers” to go back upon the ground 
occupied by their loaders and their party atthe 
time tho bases of confederation were under 
discutsion, Had they come out as boldly then 
as they do now, and claimed that tho Local 
Logislatures should bo ao constituted as to be 
able to ‘‘do wrong if they chose,” it is safe to 
way that tho prosent system of Govoroment 
would never have been established amongst 
us, 

And in order to concentrate tho opinions 
enunolated by Morers, Brown and.Mackenzio, 
and concurred in by the representatives 
gonerally, the following revolution was passed 
a\ a guile to thote who wore about to draft 
the now constitution:

The Grit or Liberal party has always 
professed to be particularly solicitous for 
the political liberties of the people of this 
country —for the preseryation of the purity 
of election and for the extension of tho fran- 
chise. Like many—we might without ox- 
aggeration say all—of thoir professions on 
othor subjects, those relating to the fran- 
chise have been proved to be insinoero 
pretentions made for the purpose of secur- 
ing votes at election times. The publication 
of the notorious “big push letter” and tho 
revelations of the election courts showed 
that the ‘‘Liberals’’ were the bribers of the 
electors and the reckless users of fraud 
and intimidation, Thus their pretensions 
as champions of the purity of election were 
shown to be fraudulent. Recently their 
pretensions ag to the extension of the fran- 
chise have also been fully shown up. Dor 
ing the oleven years in which they have 
ruled Ontario, the only extension of the 
franchise which tho Liberals made was to 
the sons of farmers—a concession which 
even the Globe was constrained to charac 
terize as ‘‘an objectionable piece ot class 
legislation.” 

The Conservative party meantime re- 
solved to put anend to this injustice to 
the sons of mechanics and others, and a 
resolution to that effect was passed at their 
convention, held in Toronto in the fall of 
last year, Subsequently the Grit Oonven- 
tion, which met in January last,afraid that 
otherwise the wind would ba taken out of 
their sails, passed a resolution of an indeti- 
nite character in favor of an extension of 
the franchiso, The fact that this resolution 
had no place in the programme originally 
laid out for the Uonvention proves that it 
was only intendeJ as a stalking horse, and 
later events place that estimate of it beyond 
4 doubt. 

On Friday last the good faith of the 
Conservative party was shown by the moyv- 
ing of tho following resolution in the 
Legislature, as an amendment to the motion 

to go into Committee of Supply : 


‘That allthe wordsin the motion after the

sons,”

was voted down by the Grit phalanx, in- 

cluding Messrs, Appleby, Striker, Deroche, 
Hawley, Forris, Field and Blezard, Ip 
order, however, to relievo themselves of 


the onus of voting Sgainst an extension of 


making.

A foJl length portrait of an evolutionist who 
substitutes the beatial” origin for the divine 
origin. Sonvs of a gorille, or sons of God? ia 
the great question of the day, and evory intel 
ligent man and woman must be able to give 
an intelligent apswer. I showed you last 
Sabbath that ovolation was contradicted by 
the Bible, by science, by observation and by 
common sense ; that the Bible acoount of the 
creation of map and of brute,and of the world 
and the evolutionists’ account collided with 
each other as certainly as two express trains 
pois in ovgouise directions at thirty miles an 

our, their locomotives meet on the samo 
track, I showed you thatall "the evolution 
scientists, without any exception, wére pro- 
nounced infidels ; that evolution was a hoath« 
enism thoushnds of years old ; that among the 
best scientists of our time—among them Agas 
siz sod Hugh Miller and Faraday and Dawson 
and Dana—there were men who had for that 
doctrine of evolation unlimited contempt ;

has not boon a partical of chanygo,  Ba- 
sides that, if a pair of apes had a man 


for o descondant, why not all tho 
aposw havo tho «sme kind of desoond. 
autea? Can it bo that one favored palr 


only was honored with buman progeny? 
Besides that,evyolution says that as one apovios 
risos to anothor spocios, tho old type dics off, 
Thon how is it thst thoro aro whole kingdoms 
of chimpanzee and gorilla and baboon?’ Tho 
evolutioniets have come ‘together snd havo 
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the ox and the dog and the horse, but they 
stayod in thoir species, If they attompt to 
cross ovor it ia a hybrid, and a hybrid in al 
waya sterile and goos into extinction, Thoro 
has been only one successfal attompt to pare 
ovor from sposohloss animal to the articulation 
of man, and that was the attempt which 
Balaam witnessed ia tho beast he rode ; but 
an angol of the Lord, with drawn sword, soon 
stoppod that long-oared evolutionist. “But,” 
Says somo one, ‘if wo cannot have God mako 
a man, lot ua have him make 5 horse,” "Ob, 
no,” says Huxley in his great lectures in Now 
York several years ago, No, ho doos not want 
any God around tho premises, God did not 
make the horse, The horee came of the plio- 
hiopus, and tho pliohippus came from the pro- 
tohippus, and the protohippus came from the 
miohippus, and the infobippas como from the 
méshohippus, and tho meshohippus cate from 
orohippas, and eo away back. All tho living 


tried to oxplain a bird’s mind, Tholr thoory 
has always boon that a faoulty of an animal 
while being developed must alwaya bo urofal 
and always beneficial, but the wind of a bird, 
in the thousands of years it was being dovel. 
oped, so far from being any help, must have 
been a hindrance until it could be brought in- 
to practical use away on down in the ages. 
Must thero not have been an intelligent will 
somowhore that formed that wonderfal flying 
inatrument, so that a bird five huodeed times 
heavier than the aircan mount ‘it and put 
gravitation under claw and boyk? That won- 
derfal meohanioal instrament, the wing, with 
between tweaty and thirty different apparta 
coriously constructod—does it not imply a 
divine intolligence? does it not imply a direot 
act of some outside being? All tho evolu. 
tionists in the world cannot explain a bird's 
wiog, or an insect’s wing. So they are con- 
founded bythe rattle of the rastlosnake, 
Ages before that reptile had any cnemies,this 
warning weapon was created, Why was it 
oreated?’ When the reptilefar back in the 
ages had no enemies, why this warning wea- 
pont Thore must have beena divine intelli« 
Ronco foreseoing and knowing that in the sges 
to come that reptile wou'd have enemies and 
then this warning weapon would be brought 
into use. You seo evolution at every step is 
4 contradiction or a monstrosity, At every 
stage of animal lifo, as well as at every stage 
of buman life, there is evidenos of direct ac 
tion of divine will Besides that, it I very 
evident from another fact tha’ we are en. 
entirely different creation and that there is no 
kinship. The animal io a few hours or 
montbe comes to fall strength, and can take 
oaro cfitself, The human race for the first 
onr, two, three, five or ten years is in oom: 
plete holpleseness, The chick just come out 
ofits eshol) begind to piok up its owa food. 
The dog, the wolf, the lion, soon earn their 
own livelihood and aot for thoir own defe»ce. 
The human race does not come to develop- 
ment until 20 or 30 yoars of age, and by that 
time tho animals that were born the aamo year 
tho man was born—the vast majority of them 
have died, of old age, This shows that there 
is no kinship, there is no similarity, If we 
had been born of the beast, we would have” 
had the beast’s strength at the start, or it 
would have had our weakness, Not only 
different but opposite, Darwin admits that 
the dovecote pigeon has not changed in thoua- 
anda of years, Itis demonstrated over and 
over agsin that the lizard on the lowest forma- 
tion of rooks was just as complete as the 
lizard now.

THE DUTY OF THE HOUR, 


Vor information that the Provincial 
elections would take place in tho last week 
in February or the first week in Maroh has 
proved to be correct, the nominations hav- 
ing been fixed for Tuesday, February 20th, 
and the olections for Tuesday the 27tb. 
This haste is suspicious ; it indicates that 
the Government are afraid of the people— 


as well they may be—and that, in addition 
to all the other advantages which they have 
scoured to themselves by robbing the mun- 
cipalities and the Judges of appointing 
powers, the creation of new offices, aud so 
forth, they have resolved to gain tho ad- 
vantage ofa ‘night attack.” Thus they 
hope to find their opponents unprepared, 
or but partially prepared, and at the samo 
time to prevent the members of the Do- 
minion Oabinet and Parliament from os- 
sisting their friends, as Parliament will be 
in session when the Provincial elections 
take place. This trickery shows a con- 
sciousness of wrong-doing and consequent 
weakness which ought to encourage our 
Conservative friends to put forth their 
utmost exertions to secure the defeat of 
the tricksters. 

The odds against the Oonsorvative party 
in this contest seem strong, but, as wo 
have previously shown, the ‘Government’s 
majority of the whole yote of the Province 
in 1879 was but 4.525. There are 10 con. 
atituencies, which with a change of 130 votes 
in favor of the Oonservatives would have 
been lost to Mr. Mowat and reduced his 
majority by 20. There are ten others 
which a change of 325 votes would have 
given to the Conservatives, and thus placed 
them in power with a majority of 12 mem- 
bers in the House, Therefore by a change of 
455 votes the Government of the Province 
would have been transferred to the hands 
of the present Opposition. The odds,then, 
to be overcome, are exceedingly small, the 
Mowat Government’s lease of power de- 
pending upon the very slendereat of 
threads, Our friends can, by hard work, 
succeed in effecting the necessary conver- 
sions, and we appeal to them to enter upon 
the good work at once, 

Organization, in order -that the work 
may be carried on systematically and 
effectually, is the duty of the hour. With 
thorough organization the whole of the 
Midland district can be arrayed on the 
side of good government, A gain of 114 
votes in six adjoining constituencies, or 
an average of only 19 in each, would bring 
about the desired result. There ought to 
be, and we hopo there will be, a generous 
rivalry between the Oonservatives in those 
constituencies as to which will make the 
largest gain on the yote of 1879,

Univortity College, 
where they obtain a staffof excellent Pro 
fosgora.at the expense of the country, is ured 
to eduoate their students in literature, science 
and philosophy, while the whole efforts of 
their own professional staff are dovoted to 
theology. nud divinity, which are peculiar 
objects of thoir College; The studenta conzo- 
quently obtain s better divinity and a better 
general education than if the Divinity Colleges 
educated thoir students in every department, 

Thoro is still a further argument which the 
Church should consider, and it ie this, that if 
$200,000 covld be procured in Hamilton, 
double that sum might easily, wo think, be 
eeoured in T ronte, whers there oe many 
wealthy and enterprising Methodists who 
would ro doubt willingly come forward and 
heads mcvement on a eound financial foot 
ing. A rité could be procured in the park on 
favorablo terms from the U nivers'ty. : 

The Globe had previously published an 
article to the same effuct. 

The above is a yery nice little scheme to 
enrich Toronto at the expenso of Belleville 
and Oobourg ; but, like the attempt of To- 
ronto University to rob Queen’s University 
of its medigal students by offering to take 
them in when the difficulty as to the female 
students arose, it will fail of success, and 
for eeveral excellent reasons,amongst which 
the following my be noted as the moat 
prominent :

Mr, Chapleau with a seat if the Federal 
House, and Mr. Poirior was advised by Mr. 
Mercier to opposo Mr. Ohapleau. Bofore 
the voting day Mr. Ohapleau asked Mr. 
Mercier and Mr. McShane for an interview, 
and offered to procure a retraction of the 
charge by the Minerve if Mr, Poirier would 
withdraw fromthe contest. ‘This Mr. Poi- 
rier consented to do, and the Minerve re- 
tracted, and Mr, Chapleau for it promised 
to pay the costs of both actions. ** These 
are, I now aflicm it,” ssys Mr. Mercier, 
**the sole conditions imposed in order to 
obtain your resignation.” Though Mr. 
Poirier did not want more, it appears that 
Mr, Mercier did, for he tells how when it 
came to definitely settling the action, he 
represented to Mr. Chapleau that aome 
personal indemnity should bo paid, and 
suggested that it take the form of $3,000 
to be paid to Mr. Duchesneau, who had 
been dismissed from the wardenship of the 
Proyincial Penitentiary by Mr. Chapjeau’s 
party. This was finally sgteed to. Mr. 
Ohapleau gave his word of honor to Mr, 
McShane and Mr. Mercier that it would be 
paid. Mr. Chapleau s‘arted for Europe, 
however, without ‘‘sottling the matter,” 
and therefore as the election of the Hon, 
Mr. Geoffrion had been contested, and as 
the leaders of the Liberal party had infor- 
mation of corruption on the part of Mr. 
Ohapleau’s friends, they decided to contest 
his election, Mr. Geoffrion became the 
advocate of the petitioner. When Mr. Chap- 
leau returned from Europe he gave Mr. 
Geoffrion the three thousand eight hundred 
and eighty dollars to psy what had been 
agreed upon, and the contestations were 
abandoned, ‘The moneys were distributed 
as agreed upon. ‘hia is in effect Mr. 
Mercier’s own statoment of the case, and 
he declares that ‘‘in all this affair I have 
acted with the greatest loyalty, and with 
the conyiction that I was doing what wes 
perfectly honest.” There is no single part 
of this transaction that ean be justified, 
Mr. Poirier regards his withdrawal from 
tho contest after his nomination, and when 
too late for another candidate’ to be nomi~ 
nated, a8 a personal matter,not recognizing 
the fact that he was betraying public con- 
fidence and for purely persodal ends. He 
assumed asort of public truat, and then 
threw itup for a personal object. Mr. 
Mercier’s conduct was more gross, In the 
first place he was concerned in this first 
transaction, and then he set himself forth as 
the prime movorin what followed. Ho 
induced Mr, Chapleau to promise to pay 4 
certain sum of money toa friend of his 
before withdrawing an action at law against 
acompapy, and’ then he compelled the 
payment of that money by entering other 
actions and withdrawing them only when 
the money was paid. This may not bo 
blackmail in the Jegal sense of the word, but 
itcan hardly be described so well by any 
other single word. The man who can see 
nothing wrong in all this, is, as wo said, 
morally blind, and a morally blind man is 
not a fit leader for even the morally blind. 
If the Liberal party is not so they will hasten 
to get rid of a loader who cannot but lead

The Circus Holocaust 


A DREADFUL FIRE IN WHICH HUNDREDS OF 
PERSONS WERE BURKD TO DEATH.—DE- 
CAILS OF THE CATASTROPHE; 

The Vienna correspondent of the London 
Chronicle gives the following account of the 
circus tire at Borditsheff: ‘‘The perform- 
anco had reached the fifth item in tho 
programme, some clowns being intho ring, 
when andther clown in acting costume 


rushed in shouting ‘Fire !’ At first the poo-, 


ple thought this was part of the porformanos 
and laughod ; but immediately aftorward 
the ringmaster rushed in and gave tho 
alarw. The scene of horror that onsued 
was indescribable. The audience wore #0 
closely packed ,that motion was slmost 
impossible. Somein despais flung thom 
sdlves from tho galleries, and pasronte 
unable togave thomaclvos madea despor- 
ate attompt to savo thoit children by 
throwing them down into the ring. Somv 
of the men wearing the long coats of tho 
Russian Jows, were entangled on spikes 
and remuined hanging in the oir, while the 
whole building resounded with boactronding 
cries. Lo the ring, wliore the clownshad bocn 
performing, thore was a carpet, and for a 
little while the children wore oafo in tho 
centre of this ; but whon tho grown up peo 
ple in their despair bogan jumping from the 
dress circlo aud gallerics the wholo ring 
became ono inextricablé mass, in which the 
children were trampled to death or sutto- 
catod before the flames reached thom, But 
evon this was not the worat, The horsos 
soun becamo unmanogoablo and about & 
dozen of them, driven mad with pain ond 
torror, broke into tho ring, trampling to 
death the poople huddled togethor thore, 
All this occurred in loss timo than it takes 
to desoribe, and in twenty minutes all was 
ovor—at least half the people who had béon 
in tho building being burned to doath or 
suffocated. At tho windows and various 
oxits scones of tho moat horrible desorip 
tlon were onacted, somo of the strongest,

Judge Hughes, of Elgin Oounty,is one of 
the best known OQhristian temperance 
workers inOanads. He is also a warm 
believer in the Crooks Act, and opposed to 
tho transfer of the licensing power to the 
municipalities, Evidence, therefore, from 
such asource as tothe manner in which 
the law has been worked is self-evidently 
entitledto great weight. Ata meeting of 
the Dominzion Alliance in Toronto on Janu” 
ary 30th, Judge Hughes said ; 

The temperance cause had often been hinder: 
ed by its advocates. There was no need of dis- 
cussing temperance ed at this late day. 
Temperance people should stand aloof from any 

litical party that was not prepared manfully 
fratanl up in Parliament for the cause. Con- 
tinuing, the Judge said:—‘'I haye been ao 
Com joner of Licenses, and I know how the 
license system works, Iam not going to raise 
acry against the Crooks Act as many do, 
believe it was an honest move in the right 
direction, but the way that Act has been carried 
outisnot right. That Act hasbeen carried out 
with a view to furthering the interest of the 
political party. 1 say I was displaced from 
being a Commissioner because my administra- 
tion of that Act was anything but beneficial to 
the party, and I wos got out by the epecios 
pretence that an appeal might come bef. re me 
as County Judge, and therefore it would be 
inconsistent in'me to be Commissioner and 
County Judge. All I can say is that ever since 
the Crooks Act passed there never has been an 
appeal to this day, either while I was Com- 
missioner or since, so that the reason given was 
only an excuse, not that I wished to continue, 
because the office was not a pleasant one. But 

‘ou can find men going to taverns snd getting 

nk on Sunday, and you could not ‘do it when 
I waa Commissioner.” The speaker ccncluded 
with a warm exhoriation to continue the good 
work in spite of all opposition, from whatever 
source,

The Starlit Sky in February. 

If, facing tho southy wo raiso our oyes to 
tho starry se avons at nino o'clock on the Lith 
of Fobrauary, we cannot fail to ae6 on the mo- 
ridian a vory brilliant star, intensoly white, 
with a sapphire tiogs, It is Sirius, tho leador 
of tho host of heaven, a glorious object, far 
exceeding our sun in size and splendor. It is 
the leading brilliant in Canis Major, and, 
though classed au a star of tho firat magaitude 
gives four timos as much light as any other 
star visible in odriatitate., It would bo nat- 
ural to infor that thie staris noaror (ous than 
its companions, Suchis not tho cass, Sovo- 
ral omallor etara aro nosrer to us than the 
brilliant orb thet holds a place in the heavens 
ata distance of at least a million timos our 
distanve from the sun, 

_ itis wo far away that light is twolve years 
in epanning tho distance, The flashing light 
that now comes from tho star is twelve years 
old, and if it were thia night blotted from the 
eky, it would continue to shine thoro for twelve 
years to come, Its dimensions have been ap- 
proximately measured, and it is found to be 
& magnificent sun, at loast two hundred times 
as largo as oursun. Inequalities in its mo- 
tlon were long observed, and wore attributed 
to the attraction of a companion, Butno one 


sucoecded in detecting the disturbing clement 


until 1862, when the son of Mr. Alvan Clark, 
the famous telescope maker, in testing a pow- 
orfal new instroment, tarned ft upon Sirius, 
and boheld a tiny point near tho star that 
proved to bo the lopg looked for companion, 
Sirius belongs to the bighest order of stars, 
known as white etars. Its color has chanced,

Taking Sirius for a starting point, we will 


explore some of the leading stays and conatel- 
lations in the vicinity.

Some of these eyonts may occur within the 
botindaries of the presont month, At least, 
there will be beauty and varicty enough under 
apy conditions to inorease the knowledge, 
widen the sphere, and add to the enjoyment 
of every lover*of stars.—AScientific American,

foot and right knee, Tho three stars in the 
centre form his belt, and the oblique stars 
mark his glittering sword. So striking are 
the outlines of this constellation, that when 
it has once been tracod,it can never be forgot. 
ton. Not only does it tako the lead for its 
exceeding beauty, but it is equally noteworthy 
for the telesoopic interest attached to it and 
for the number and richness of its astronomi- 
eal curiosities. , 

Orion is visible all over the habitablo 
world, for the centre is midway between tho 
poles of the he.vens and directly over the 
equator. The threo stars in the belt measure 
three degrees in width, and may thus serve as 
a measuring rod for computing the distance of 
the stars. This constellation contaios the 
most famous nebula in tho heavens, and it is 
visible to the naked eye, Around the central 
star in the Sword cluaters a hszy cloud-speck, 
When a powerful telescopo is turnet upon it, 
a wondrous transformation takes place—the 
Great Nebula of Orion springs into existence, 
The cloudy patch becomes a hage monster, 
with open mouth and branching horns, Within 
the open mouth a trapezium of stars is reveal- 
ed, while spiral forms of ghost-like indistinct- 
ness fill in the field of vision, Telescope and 
spectroscope have exhausted their powers in 
secking to solve the mysterious formation of 
this wonder of the ekies. 

Eighty stars may be counted in Orion visible 
to the naked eye, while nearly two thousand 
are rovealed in the telescopo. Many of them 
are double, triple, and multiple stars, the 
components developing every contrasted color 
of the rainbow, and bearing witness to the 
inconceivable richness and profasion of 
creative Power that not only produces systems 
ruled by a single sun, but mingles with them 
other systems, where, two, three, four and 
even more suns revolve about each other in 
circuits that take thousands of years to com- 
plete, 

If now we turn our eyes ton pointin the 
sky 26 dogrees northeast of Sirius, and about 
the same distance east of Betelguese, « bright 
red star will appear. It is Procyon, tho lead- 
ing brilliant in Canis Minor, It shows to 
skillful observers similar evidence of disturb- 
ance to that Yof Siriua, It is hoped that 
some of the groat telescopes now being con- 
atructed will roveal in like manner tho com- 
panion of Prooyon, It will help to impress 
the relative positions of Sirius, Botelguese, 
and Procyon on tho memory to note that 
they form a large equilateral triangle 

Looking 23 degrees norsh of Procyon, two 
bright stars, 4° 30’ apart, may be seen, They

A Dominion Franchise 


We have long favored the framing of a 
uniform franchise in all the Provinces for 
Dominion elections, and now the time 
seems ripe for carrying out thatidea, As 
our readers are aware, the qualification of 
yoters is, under the present system, fixed 
by the Legislatures of the various Pro- 
vince*, and that it varies greatly acoording 
ly, isnot to be wondered at. The effeots 
of placing the power of fixing the qualifica- 
tion of yotersfor Dominion purposes in 
the hands of the Provincial Legislatures 
wasan experiment which experience has 
proved tobe productive of undesirable 
results. In Ontario, for example, the local 
Government being bitterly hostile to that 
of the Dominion, framed a “fancy fran- 
ohise” in the interest—as they conceived 
—of their partyin the Province, and con- 
sequently in favor of their farty in the 
Dominion as well, and they are now 
coquetting with the subject of extending 
the franchise, asto which they will not 
consult the class whomitis proposed to 
enfranchise but those only whonow possess the 
franchise. On the face of it, this is a grossly 
upjast proposition, and the record of the 

(Mowat Government is such that no'hing 
buts partial and discriminatory measure 
can be expected from them in oase they 
should succeed in the pending contest. If 
the Grits were really sincere in proposing 
to addto the constituency, in the manner 
which it is cbvious it ought to be added to, 
they, having the power, ought to have 
made that addition before the election. 
Thus they would have done an act of 
justice—an act which they vaguely promise 
todo hereafter—and haye given the en- 
larged oonstituency an immediate oppor- 
tanity of pronouncing on their policy— 
an opportunity which cannot again, in the 
ordinary course of events, occur until four 
more yours have expired. But they are 
the creatures of expediency, and there is 
soeming danger that they may abolish the 
property basis forthe franchise and sub- 
stitute that of manhood suffrage, most of 
their ideas of government being drawn 
from Yankee sources, 

The undesirability of such ao state of 
affairs is beyond question, and the neces~ 
sity of the Dominion Parliament preventing 
Provincial Legislatures from exercising such 
discrimination as is above shown, in favor 
of either party, is equally apparent. The 
Dominion olectoral divisions are in many 
cases widely different from those of the Pro- 
vinces; the law under which the electionsare 
held differs materially from the Provincia) 
laws ; and as the mode of holding the Do- 
minion elections is uniform throughout the 
Confederation, why should there not be a 
Dominion franchise for Dominion purposes? 
No valid reason can be advanced against 
this proposition. 

There is not one sound reason why the 
present state of affaira should continue— 
why in Princo Edward Island thoro should 
be virtually manhood suffrage and in On- 
tario a franchise partially “fancy” and par- 
tially based on property. Tho Dominion 
is ono largo constituency which roturng 
morobers for certain divisions,and theroforg 
a uniform franchise is as much a neconsity

plain, practionblo rule is that where possible 
public work should bs done by contract, let 
to tho lowes} bi‘der, and that when contracts 
osnnot advantageously be made, the muol- 
olpslities should havo control of the work, 

Consoryatives: belicye the franchiso may 
advantageously Le oxtended. They make a 
practical proposition to that effect ia tho Le 
gislaturo some days ago, which the Reformers 
voted down; but we do not understand that 
ttot their desires are limited by that resolu- 
tion.

Professor Stokes, F. R §., on Mo- 
dern Scientific Thought 

The announcomement that Her Majouty 
the Queen had yraciouely signified to the 

Victoria (Philosophical) Institute of London 
her consent to roctive the volames of ‘its 
* Transactions,” yavo additional eclat to a 
crowded mogvting of its membors, bold on the 
15th of Jauuary at the Hull of the Socioty, of 
Arts, The Lostituto, founded to investigate 
all scientific quostions, including any ‘said to 
militste against Keligious Holief, aoucunced 
that nearly 1,000 Home, Indian, Colonial,and 
Amerloan members had now joined. Dr, 
Strokes, fF. R. S,, Secretary and Fellow of the 
Royal Society, aud Profosaor of Mathematics 
at Cambridge University, road the paper of 
the evening. Ioithe, as a solentilic, man, 
repudiated the ides, eometimes given expres. 
sion to, that the progress of solence would 
disprove the truth of Revolation, adding 
that the progress of aclence constant. 
ly showed the reverso to be the case. The 
Book of Revelation and the Book of Nature, 
rightly understood, had never yet clashed, 
[rath was oniy in danger from a waut of 
knowledge, we often had evidence of that,and 
the progross of active eciontifio research end 
its full encoutagemont were thoreforo of the 
xroatest value, Profewor Stokes thon pro- 
ceeded to review tho hypothesis of Darwin, 
romarking ‘‘there may, 1 ill not say must, 
be nothing atheistic in the belief that great 
numbors of species were evolved under the 
operation of laws known or conceivable from 
from such preceding conditlon of a simpler 
character; in caso’ he added, with marked 
omphasis, ‘‘we ahould “not find reasonable 
svientifio ovidence ia fayor of an aflirmatiye 
answer’; but the catire tenor of his paper 
went to demonstrate tustsuch evidence was 
not forthcoming. After showing fram the 
principles of vision that ‘‘uséful ends are 
brought about by means,” he weat on to 
arguo,— 
“We should expect a priori tha}, as tho 
wisdom of the designing mind must bo im- 
measurably above our own, #0 contrivance 
should as a rule extend far bsyond what we 
can trace. We sbould expect, therefore, on 
purely theistic grounds, that the dootriue of 
evolution, assumed for trial, would bo a uss- 
ful and ordinatily trustworthy guide in our 
scientific researchos ; that it might often en- 
able us to go back one step and exp/ain how 
such or such a result was brought by natural 
laws from such or such an anterior condition, 
and so might lead us to extend our knowledge 
of the operation of natural causes, But this 
isa yery different thing from assuming it as 
an axiom, the application of which may bo 
extended step by step indefinitely backwards.” 

As for Mr. Darwin's theory ot ‘‘avcostral 
derivation and suryival of the fittoet,” Dr, 
Stokes ssid it was one which ‘‘from its nature 
oan hardly, if at al), be mado a subject of ex- 
perimental investigation, or even of observa- 
tion in the records of the past,”’ and therefore 
must * rest mainly on the estimate which may 
be formed of its owa p-obability,” ‘‘ though 
doubtless,” Professor Stokes added, ‘‘ au un- 
derlying feeling that the phenomenon was in 
some way explicable by natural causes has 
contributed not a little towards its propaga 
tion.” Still the most he could say on behalf 
of Darwinism waa that it was ‘* highly ingon- 
ious as an hypothesis,” ‘I think,” he added, 
‘a large number of scientific men would ad- 
mit that it is very far indeed from being ad- 
missable to the rank of a well established 
theory,” and though ‘‘trud probably, as do- 
counting for permanent or anti permanont 
differences between allied forces, yet not 
conceivably bridging over the great gulf whioh 
separates remote forms of life,” [those who 
have read Professor Nicholson's ‘* University 
Text book on Paleontology” will recognise 
this as his final opinion also}. 

Prof. Stokes, referring to the question of 
the oreation of man, said -—‘'In the acooynt 
of the creation it is digtinotly atated that man 
wag soparately created, ‘in the image of God,’ 
whatever that may imply. Nor is thie a 
point in which, by a wide licensa of intorpre- 
tation we might say the language was merely 
figurative ; that we can afford to understand 
it ao, for that/Soripture was not given us to 
solonce, Our whole ideas respepting tho na- 
ture of sin and the character of God are, aa it 
seems to me, profoundly affected according as 
wo take the statement of Scripture straight- 
forwerdly, which implies that man was creat- 
ed with special powers and privileges, and in 
a state of {nnocence from which he fell, or if 
we suppose that man carne to be what he is 
by degroes, by a vest number of infinitesimal 
variations from eome lower animal, accom- 
panied by a correspondingly continuous varia- 
tion in his ments! and moral condition, On 
this Iatter supposition, God was made to be 
responsible for his present moral condition, 
which is but the natural outgrowth of the 
mode of his creation, As regards tho lower 
animals, little chango would Bring | be 
made from a theological point of view, if we 
were to interpret as figurative tho liogasge 
which soema to assert a succession of creative 
acts, But the condition of man and his con- 
dition at oreation aro nob confined to the ac- 
count given in Genesis. They are dwelt on 
at length, in connection with the scheme of 
redemption by St, Paul, and are more briefly 
referred to by our Lord Himself in connection 
with tho institution of marriage,” 

As agaivet theeo statoments ‘so express, 
so closely bound up with man’a aspirations,” 
we have nothing more to adduce on the side 
of solence, saya Prof. Stokes, ‘than a hypor 
jhesis of continuous transmutation incapable 
of experimental investigation, and making 
such demands upon our imegination as to 
stagger at last the initiated ’ ; 

A modified theory of Darwinism, as applied 
to the creation of man, was thus dealt with :— 

“Some Layo ondeayored to combiue the 
statements of Scripture with a modified hy- 
pothesis of contiaueus transmutation, by sup- 

osing that at a certain epoch in tho world’s 
latory mental god moral powers were confor- 
red by divino interposition on some animal 
that bad been gradually modified in its bodily 
structure by natural causes tillit took the 
form of man, As special interposition and 
apo ‘ial creation are hore roooguized, 1 do not 
soo that roligion has anything to lose by tho 
adoption of this bypothesis, bus noithor do I 
ace that ecionce has auything to gain, Once 
admit spocial divine interposition, aud solenge 
has como to thoend of her tethor, Thoso 
who find the idea helpful can adopt it; but 
for my own part this combination of tho natu- 
ral and the suporostural secms somowhat gro- 
touquo, and I profor reatiog in tho statemont 
of a special creation,” —

Mr, ALEXanpeR Mackexne—"'The voto 
power is necessary in order thatthe general 
oyernment may haye a contol over the pro- 
ceediogs of the Local Legislatures toa certain 
extent. The want of this power was the great 
source of weakness in the United States. and it 
is a want that will be remedied by an amend- 
ment in th: ir constitutfon very soon. So long aa 
: each State considered itself sovereign, whores 
Aots and laws could not be ca led in qu stion, it 
was quite clear thatthe central authority was 
destitute of power to compel obedience to gener- 
o laws, d ae 7 chad were able to enact such 

: Gwe as it pleased, everybody would be at the merc

A Trage‘ty in Court, 
A MAN ON TRIAL FOR MURDER KILLS HIS 
WIFS AND THEN HIMSELF. 


Sr. Louis, Feb, 5.—Murder and then 
suicide were committed in the Criminal 
Court of St. Louis, this morning, by a pri- 
soner about to be arraigned at the bar on 
trial for his life. Jchn Parker, an intelli- 
gent and seomingly Molevasive mau, aged 
33, killed Michael Payton in September, 
1881, After a year and a half of imprison- 
ment he was this morning brought from hia 
cell to be tried. The case was one of 
peculiar interest. It attracted a large 
crowd, which completely filled the Court 
room, thronged the corridors and lined the 
sidewalks outside the building. The prison- 
er entered the room manacled, his wife, a 
pale and pretty creature, bent with sorrow, 
walking feebly by his side, 

Daring his long confinement she had 
clung to him with touching devotion, con- 
stantly visiting the jail and bringing him 
delicucies obtained by the toil of her hands, 
With tho Attorney the two went int» an 
ante-room for brief consultation. 

The pushing and struggling crowd craned 
their necks and waited with coger curiosity 


to see the prisoner when he came out. There 
was a general fecling of compassion excited 
by the pitiable aspect and situation of the 
woman, Suddenly the court was horrified 
and startled by the report of a shot and 
then of a second. A wild rumor went 
through the court room that the murderer 
had shot an officer, jumped fromthe win- 
dow and probably escaped. 

Officers had rushed into the room before 
the second shot wos fired, When they 
burat in the door they saw Parker standing 
inthe middle of the apartment with a 
smoking revolver beld in his right hand 
and pointed at his head. Inthe moment 
which they glanced toward the floor their 


gaze was met by the prostrate form of his 
wife, covered with blood and dead. They 
dashed on the prisoner and seized him. It 
was too lave, 
and he fell speechlesa to the floor. 
bullet had penetrated his skull behind the 
right ear and lodged in his brain.

The revolver was given to Parker by his 


sister, It appears that she had been great- 


ly alarmed by a report that a brothor of 
Michael Payton, whose life Parker had 
taken, intended to killhim if opportanity 
offered. Greatly distressed by this rumor, 
ehe presented a revolver to her brother, to 
be used in self defence if ho should tind 
hicoself in imminent jeopardy, Itis not 
known whether the officials knew that he 
had it ornot. He carried the Weapon in 
his pockot to court, 

Afterthey went into the court room his 
wife cried bitter y. Sho told her husband 
that she wishod she was dead, and if she 
wero, hor ten-year-old boy, Jobuny, would 
derive $1,000 from a benevolent society of 
which sbe wasat the time a member. It 
would save him from destitution and suffer. 
ing, a8 she was hardly strong enough to 
carn living forhim, After she had ut- 
tered these words in great dejoction, Par- 
ker arose calmly and looking in his wife's 
eyes, shot her. She fell back and died 
instantly. 

The crowd in the court room saw the two 
persons whom a minute before they had so 
eagerly desired to seo, brought on stretoh- 
ors. 

The boy, Johnny, had beon confided to 
the care of the unfortunate man’s bister, 
Emma Parker, by the wife before she mot 
him for the last time, Thechild will bo

This was, be thought, like the ory of 
aman iu bis death agony, Kavanagh then 
turned round and eaw Sco’y Burke and Lord 
Cavendish on the ground, He was not 
certain who struck-the fatal blowe. He was 
not out of the car; the other men wero. 
Directly after the deed was done, tho men 
Brady, Kelly, Delaney and Carey remounted 
the car, and Kavanagh drove off fast, rouad 
by Chapeleiie onto Palmerston Park. Tho 
job was done ina twinkling. Everything had 
been arranged in the car while waiting to 
‘spot’ the officials. When asked by the 
Counsel for the Crown how much he received 
as his psymont, Kavanagh repliod with o 
smile : ‘‘ Ooo pound,” 

Only ouce, a8 Kavanagh gave tho dotails of 
the crime, was there a perceptib!e ohange in 
the demeanor of tho prisoners, Many of 
them have a hang dog look, and regard the 
informer Kavansgh with stolid indifferonce. 
Others appiar to regerd the trial and ite 
awlul disclosures asa farce, frequently turn- 
ing to each other witha significant gesture, 
The one change in the sppearance of bravado 
was when Kavanagh spoke of the murdered 
Seoretary’s ory of, ‘ Ob,” probably uttered 
as the fatal steel entercd his body. 

Kavanagh further deposed that he drove 
Brady, Kelly, and Hanlon on the occasion of 
the outrage on Juror Field. Theswords used 
inthis :ffair they afterwards throw intoa 
basin at somo gas works close by the scene of 
the outrage, 

Kavanagh then described his initiation into 
the Secret Society of Assassioators, and said 
that ho was sworn in by Tim Kelly, Ag Kay- 
anagh said this, Kelly glared at him fiercely, 

Kavanagh, questioned as to whore ho drove 
to after the four mon remounted the car, ssid 
that ho took the car to a point below the 
Wellington Mosumont on the post road, lead- 
ing to the Vice-Regal lodge ; then be returned 
to the Gough monument, at a point some dis- 
tance noar it, He could not say whether the 
four men stopped on the road or got cut of the 
car before he reached the Gough monument, 
but when they got thoro they all jumped ont, 
and h» heard one man say to the others that 
there was no sign of “Skin.” He know thoy 
meant Fitzharris, who drove tho cab 

Further questioned as to the actual crime, 
Kavanagh said he eaw Lord Cavendish and 
Secretary Burke approaching on the grass 
sidowalk, and when the car stopped Carey 
and Delaney descended. lielaney said their 
mission was to watch the Secretary. Thon 
he heard the cry and looked round and saw 
Mr, Burke fall, but did not seo Lord Caven- 
dish fall, though he saw both meaon the 
ground, He drove cff directly the four men 
remounted, Kavanagh then testified that a 
number of mon, nearly all of them members 
of the Secret Society, joined Delaney and 
Carey at Phenix Park after the assassination, 
and the affair was talked about freely. Jce 
Brady paid him a» sovereign and made hima 
present of a set of harness, 

He was not able to swear who struck the 
fatal blows, Several other witnosses wore 
then put upon the stand and their indepen- 
dent testimony confirmed in all material 
points the statements. f Kavanagh 

A noticeablo feature of the proceedings was 
the presence ofa numbor of ladies ia Court.

1000 tons, 1n the days of wooden shipbuild- 
Ing, New York was the second shipbuilding 
port in the world, Suoderland being the first; 
but the introduction of iron and ateol has 
quite put the former “out of court,’ while 
Sanderland having adapted iteelf to the use 
of the now material, was last year the scoond 
most important district in the world, the 
Clyde being now the first,and the Tyne third, 
jadged by the tonnagw of vessels launched last 
year, Aniron superseded wood, vo stool is 
gradually superseding iron, many of the 
Jargest vessels being bullt of it. In fact, in 
1882, there were 60 steel vessels launched, 
their oggrogate gross capacity being 108,254 
tons. Steelmakers sre steadily chospening 
tho cost of production of plates, and thas 
reducing the difference between them and iron 
plates; and as engineers aro much less dis- 
trustfol of them than they werea couple of 
years 5go, their uso is naturally extending, 
prinetpally on the Clyde, where in fact seven 
eighths of the steel veasels haye been built, 
aud one fourth of the tonnage constructed on 
that river during the past year has been of 
stecl. In 1879, only 18,000 tons were built ; 
in 1850, about 40,000 tons; in 1881, the in- 
crease wis to 66,609 tons; and last year, to 
108,254 tons

The hou. gentleman 
puts me in mind of the old Newoastle captain 
who had been boxing the channel for a num« 
ber of years, Inthe exigencies of the Na- 
poleonic war he waathe master of a man-of- 
wer, and was sent to the West Indies, where 
he remained for seven years, When he oame 
back to England and felt the channel drizzle 
once more he put on his old sou’ westor and 
his thick pea-jauket and said: ‘*This is 
somothing like weather ; none of your infernal 
blue skies for me!” (Loud Jaughter.) Bat 
we will bo satiefied to bask in the sunshine, 
leaving the storm to my hovorable friend. 
My boo. friend, aitera few proliminary re. 
marks, spoke of tho clause in the epesch re* 
lating to the representation in Parlioment, 
end he alladed in a good natured way to the 
legislation of last session, assumiog that that 
legislation was to be amended. Sir, that 
legialation cannot bo amended for ten yoors 
noderthe constitution. Right or wrong it 
haato remain upon the statute books until 
after the next census, Liowever, tho hon, 
gentleman took occasion to allude to what 
he terms the ‘‘ gerrymandor,” Well, sir, 
when we pasced that bill Inst session | 
took occasion tosay that ithad been my 
duty as Prime Minister in 1872 to Jaya 
new scheme of representation before the Par- 
liament, In that echeme I was charged with 
wilfully disarravgiog the constituorcies for 
political purposes. Yot in 1852, when my 
seo)nd bill was before Parliament, hon, gen- 
t’emon on the other side of the House rose in 
their place and approved of the legislation in 
1572, and declared that we should adhere to 
tho principles of that measure, (Hear, hear.) 
I declared thon, and I repeat now, that in 
1892, when I intend to introduce another such 
measare—(cheer#)—the voices that were op- 
posed to the moasure of 1882 will then strong- 
ly advoonte it. (Hear, hear.) In other words, 
after ten years of trial the hon, gentlemen op- 
posite would agree tothe correctness of the 
principles upon which our bill was founded, 
But, uir, I find these gentlemen are converted 
to the principles of the measure in ono year, 
for they have had to admit that the effect of 
the rearrangement of the constituencies in 
Ontario has been to inorease the number of the 
followers of the leader of the Reform party 
and to reduce the number of those who sup- 
port me, Can there be a more convincing 
proof of the justice of that roarrangement? 
But the hon. gevtlemen says the bill was a 
suppression of public opinion. Jt could not 
have been, If it had been in all probability 
our majority from Ontario would have been 
86 again. (Hear, hear.) The hon. gentleman 
says that we ought to have promised legisla. 
tion on the law concerning representation, but 
the present election law was enicted by hop, 
gentlemen opposite, In speaking against the 
bill of last session, the hon, gentleman spoke 
of the manner in which wo altered the 
appointment of returning officers, True 
the Government took the power 
and = regponribility into their handa 
of appointing returning officers, bat it 
will be found upon looking over the lish that 
in the vegt majority ot vases we took the 
offigera that previously had the right by law, 
(Cheers,) It was only incases where the 
Goyernmont were convinced that the persons 
who wero the returning officers would be un- 
worthy of their trust that tho Governmont 
mado any other gelection than that allowed 
by law. Tho hon. gontloman asys the re- 
turning officers noted partially; I eay there 
{a no evidence of that whatever. Tho elec- 
tions in Juno last’ were conducted on the 
wholo as fairly and {mpartially as those ever 
held in any couatry in tho world, (Oheora.) 
I do not know how it was in tho other pro- 
vinoes, My hon, friend beside mo tells me 
that in the Provinge of New Brunawick thore 
was no chanye at all; but I know that in a 
majority of oisos the shoriffs and registrars 
wero selected as rotaroing officers, and in 
Oatario every member of the Governmont 
went into tho country. Thoy abandoned 
their dotage ; thoy left their Government to 
aink or swim; they took tho stump,.and 
thioking that their existence doponded on the 
defeat of thie Government thoy throw them, 
seves into tho contest. The hon, gentlomar 
spoaks of casta coming within his own know- 
ledgo where olficials appointed by the Do.

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From t New Yorl 


Kaocountc{the wonder-

Insudi in Belgium was printed ina lotter in 
the Sun, Another correspondent sends us 
the following ; 

The ac the marvelous perform 
aove by Jacques Inandi suggeatd a fow re- 
marke open the cultivation of the memory — 
tho faculty of othera most capable of 
improvement. To acienoe of mnemonica is 
an old av tho Egyptians, but Cicero tella us 
that it was first rodmced to a system by the 
poe’ Simontdes of Cou, about 400 F, C, The 
Story isthat ho was calledfroma banquet 
just beforo the rcof fellin and crushed tho 
remaining guoyts beyond recognition, Simont- 
des identitlod the bodies by ren embering 
thelr places at table, acd thia eugyortcd to 
him the association of thoughts and works 
and thiogs with places, images aud signe, 
Potras Rayenous in 1491, John Bomberch do 
Krypee in 1833, Guliemo Gratarcli in 1562, 
Marafortus in 1602, Lambert Schenkel in 
1609, and John Wallis in 1618, all published 
plans more or less complicated, and moro or 
less urcless, for assisting tho memory, The 
Memoria Techniea of Richard Grov, first 
published in 1739, appears to be the first 
system of much practical value, Consonants 
represent tigures and are formed into words 
by connecting thm with vowels. I remom- 
ber at school forming the initials of certain 
hietorioal persons and events into Words, and 
have never forgotten history thus learned, 
For exemple, four of Marlborough’s battles, 
in the order in which thoy were fought, form 
the word, Brom—Blenh:im, Ramilles, Onden- 
ardo acd Malplaquet. Tho system of 
Fainsigle, who lectured at the beginning of 
this century,is very complicated,and requires, 
one would imagine, more labor for ite mastery 
then would suffice to impress the matters, 
with which it deals at first hand, npon tho 
memory. Dr, Stokes, whois now teaching 
in London, is eaid to possess a simple and 
more practically useful system than any which 
has gone bofore, 

I believe, however, that the trae method of 
strengthening the/memory is to cultivate « 
habit of close and careful attention. Whatie 
read, heard, or geen, should not be dismissed 
simultaneously, but should be, 2s it were, 
revolved in the mind fora time, This misy 
at first provo a little irksome, and Rivoa oer. 
tain appearance of sluggish apprehension, but 
it will not long be eo, and the gain will be 
found incoloulable. Robert Houdin, the groat 
French conjuror and mechanician, gives an 
interesting account of the origin of the “sec. 
ond sight,” which he invented and which was 
brought to sucha pitch of perfection by the 
late Prof, Heller, Hoe says that as ho and’hie 
son walked along the streets they would look 
at windows crowded with toys or jewelry, 
Then they would exch write down as many 
articles as thoy could recoileot haviog scen, 
and going back woul verify their lists. Very 
soon, he esys, his son could with ono com 
prehentive glance take in every article in » 
large well-furnished wiodow. Houdin then 
conceived the idea of the second sight, pre- 
psred an elaborate system of mncmonios, and 
made hisfortune. Mies Heller’s exploits in the 
semé line are almoat iooredible. 

It is needless to ingiat upon the oxtreme 
valuaofa «ood and trustworthy memory. 
Petty annoyances as well as serious inconven|- 
ences are the result of forgetfulcesz, and the 
worat forgetfuloese is the resnlt not of sony 
organic defeot or morbid condition, but of 
simple hecdiessnese, and the habit of ** lotting 
things in one ear and out at the cther.”

frage, in some wo have income qualification, 
in others we have none, In Ontario, haying 
the largest electorate in the Dominion, we see 
that the Government of the day have given 
a promise, though in a vague and indistinct 
manner and just before the election, that they 
are going to enlarge the franchise. To what 
extent they are going to enlarge tho franohise 
we do not know, but there may be such an 
alteration that a’ different body of cleotors 
may he called upon to elect us-to thia Parlia- 
ment, instead of going back to the old con- 
stituents who sent us here, The present 
franchise cannot Inst, of necessity, It was 
adopted in couneotion with Confederation, 
The moment that Confederation was granted 
we had no machioery for the pu: pose, except 
the provincial machinery, and we, of neces- 
sity, adopted th system which existed in the 
four proyinces which then formed the Con- 
federation, 
vereity of qualification as rendered it obnoxi- 
ous on the face of it, butsince then new 
interests have arisen every day, and in the 
chief province of the Dominion we are 
now told that there is to be a material altora- 
tion in the franchige. The hon. gentleman 
has offered several objections to the proposed 
centralizing scheme.

There 
wero no shadows {nhis spoeeb, it was all 
sunshine, Thecompany Would meke mil- 
lions upon millions out of the work, asd yet 
in looking at the money articles in the Wong. 
lish financial papers we do not find that the 
acheme is there regarded as such a_prolif- 
ablo one, Almost every paper in London 
has come out with articles stating that it 
was a ruinous enterprise, warning bond- 
holders and capitalists and every person 
against touching the soheme, and charac- 
terizing it as improvident and oxtravogant, 
and as involving certain ruin, Tho hon. 
gentleman will deserve the beat thanks of 
the Oanadian Pacific Railway, and as a 
friend of the Osanadian Pacitio railway, and 
anxious that ho should succeed to tho 
utmost exteni, I shall make it my special 
duty to send numerous copies of his speech

Results of Conservative Adminis- 
tration. 


(From the Montreal Gavette.) 


Tho mover and secondor of the address in 
reply to the Speech from the Throne, in thoir 
spocohos in tho Commons yesterday, presented 
information in rolation to tho material pro 
grees of the country, most of which was now, 
and all’ of whioh waa intorestivg. ‘Tho etrik- 
ing feature of tho dobate on tho Mivistorial 
side was the practionl ohsractorof tho ques: 
tions disoursed. The matorial interoets of the 
o \untry formed the text of the remarkeof Mr. 
Tupper and Mr. Wood, oa they had givon the 
key note to the spoech with which His Excel 
lovoy opened Parliament, Looking into the 


| fature of tho Dominion from the experience 


of the pest two years, it is indeed difficult to 
ayoil the language of exaggeration In speaking 
of its possibilities, whether in respect to the 
inoreaso of population, the dovelopment of 
native resources, tho extension of trade, the 
flourishiog condition of tho finances, the credit 
of the country abroad, and the interest which 
bea been oxcited in its future throughout 
Europe, and even in tho United States, 
where tho business of building up their 
owd nationality so completely ongages the 
attention of the people, or in respect to 
the progress of the reat national undor- 
takiogs which form the cope stono of 
Confederation, the future sheds ao lustro of 
promise and hope upon the present difficult to 
aicquately reslize. Contrast, for instance, 
with the immediate past, the progress in ma- 
terial prospority,and development made in 
1582, While the immigration into the United 
States remained stationary, Canada received 
+n addition to her population of 113,000 souls, 
more than double the number that arrived in 
tho country io 1881, and noarly fiye times the 
number of thoso who centered it from abroad 
in 1876, and this largo inoreasoment of popu- 
lation last year was obtained at a cost per 
oapita of only $3, while in 1876 it had cost us 
$19 per head to obtain our immigration. 
Intimately connected with this subjoct is that 
of the development of the Northwest, Inits 
relation to the publio treasury, we find that 
the proceeds of land sales in that portion of 
the Dominion, in 1852, reached ten millions of 
dollars, of which a million and a quarter have 
alréaiy been collected, and. all of which will 
be paid into the treasury within four years, 


‘supplying in itself the means of diecharging 


nearly one-half of the cash subsidy granted to 
the Pacific Railway Company, When that 
oompany undertook the construction of 
the great national highway, 637 miles of 
railway had been placed under construc. 
tion by the Government, as a result of 
nino years effort to push forward the work, 
while in two years the Company had complet- 
ed 646 miles of the mainline, 113 miles of 
branch lines, and has actually in operation 
néarly thirteen hundred miles of the main 
line. To complete the picture it is necessary 
to add that the year upon which we have 
lately ent red will witness the completion of 
the line to the Rocky Mountains, the vigor- 
ous prosecution of the section north of Lake 
Superior, aud, by the completion of the road 
to Algoma Mills, and the establishment of a 
line of steamers between the Point and Prince 
Arthur's Lending, give to Canade, during six 
months in the yoar, a coatinuous line of com 
munication from the Atlantic to the heart of 
the Northwest, six hundred miles west of 
Wi. nipeg, through Canadian territory. As 
an evidencs of the improved condition of the 
working classes of the population, we have 
an increase in savings bank doposits last year 
of $6,000,000 ; as the evidence of the enlarge- 
ment of trade, an increase of $49,000,000 in 
the exports and imports of the Dominion: 
Turning to special departments of commerce, 
the evidence of progress and prosperity is not 
less marked. The value of the product of the 
fisheries in the Province of Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick was $1,250,000 more in 1882 
than in the preceding year; the output of 
coal in Nova Scotia was 500,000 tons greater 
in 1882 than in 1879; tho Intercolonial Ra‘l- 
way, whoee operation four years go resulted 
in a defiort of nearlyeeven hundred thousand 
dollars, last year produced a surplus reyenue 
of $90,000. And when we come to examine 
into the causes of this splendid result, we aro 
mot with further illustrations of the growth 
of home and foreign commerce. Four years 
ago, when the National Policy had not breath- 

life'into the latent industries of the count- 
ry, only 2,006 tons of sugar wore transported 
over the Iotercolonial Railway; last year 
28,000 tons of sugar were carried by this 
channel ; in 1879 the traffic was made up of 
19,600 tons of iron and steel, while in 1852, 
32,000 tons of these goods were so included, 
The national finances aro in a state of pros- 
perity far beyond all parallel in our past his. 
tory. The revenue, last year reached $33,- 
000,000, the surplus $6,300,000, and if to the 
latter ia added tho procecds of the land sales 
in the North-wset, we have as a result of the 
financial operations of the year the large eum 
of $7,750,000, applicable to the redemption of 
the debt and tho paymeut of public works, 
which ordinarily conetitute a charge 
against capital. The subsidy earned by 
the Cenadian Pacific Railway lest year bas 
beon entirely provided out of tho our- 
rent revenues, and, in addition taking into 
account the sinking fund, anet reduction of 
the publio debt of $1,750,000 has been affvot- 
ed, That iso result simply marvellous, for 
exceeding the most sanguine antiolpations of 
those who predicted a restoration of vitality 
and prosperity to industry acd commerce and 
to publio finances from the change in the fiscal 
and railway policy o( the country made by 
the present Governmont, The surplus has 
beon contributed by the people with eo much 
eano that ite collection has proceeded without 
knowledgo on their part, avd not only .doos 
the reception of so largo a revenue at the 
period in whiob the population ts sble to’ con. 
tribute it without difficulty, out of their 
abundance, enable tho Government to 
proceed rapidly with great public undor- 
takings, fruitful of new matorial progross, 
without inoreasing the permanont obligations 
of the country, but tho oredit of 
Canada is thus placed #60 highin tho foreign 
money market that the burden of the debt 
dan belmmodiatély reduced. In 1885 Do- 
mivion 5 por cent, dobontures to the smount 
of $30,000,000 mature, and these aro to bo 
replaced by 4 por cent, bonds, which at pre- 
sont command a promium of 5 per cont. intho 
London market, thus effectiag au annual Bav- 
ing tothe people from thus .opsration of 
2300,000, Had tho old policy, under which 
stagnation settled on tho trade of Canada, 
beon continued, thus favorable and asdvant- 
agoous arrangement could “not have boon 
mado, In January, 1879, boforo the National 
Policy wae introduced, bofore the finsnoes had 


been restored to a hosithy ococdition, the 4 
por cont. bondé wore quoted in London at 94 
and 93; toedey thoy are worth 104 and 105, 
wholly a9 a o naequonoce of tho obengo in the 
fiscal polioy Looked atia the light of thoso 
facts, which spéak no olequently of the futuro 
ot the Dominion, ho must bo a soop ioc indood 
who refuses to recognize that the adminiatra- 
tion of the Goveramont hax brought prosporl- 
ty and progress ard the promise of a great 
fature to the country—asyoh agit has nover 


enjoyed before.

The threo principal designations of atock 
Gro; 1, pure bred; 2, thoroughbrod : and 
3, full blood, 

1, A pure bred animal is one descendod 
from o pure or original race without inter- 
mixture of other blood. The Devons are 
& puro raco of cattle, Tho wild cattle of 
Ohillingham may bo called a pure race, 
Tho buffalo isa pure race. Thetrue Arab- 
ian horseie a pure race, Wild suimale are 
pure races, 

2, A thoroughbrod is an animal originally 
of mixed lineago, but which has boon inter- 
bred:s0 long withoub recourse to foreign 
Sources that the pregeny comes true, or 
nearly true, tothe type established. The 
Short-horns ond Horefords among cattle 
and tho racers duiong horsvs arising frdm 
® mixed lineage are thoroughbreds. That 
they have not yot ceased the endeavor to 
improve these breeds, through the careful 
selection of sires abd dams, always carefully 
within tho line of the oldest and well defiued 
blood of the varieties from which they ori- 
ginally sprang, is proof that breeders do not 
believe that their ultimate excellence has 
been reached. 

3 The term fall blood indicates neither 
purity.of blood nor thorough breeding ex- 
cept relatively. An animal of the common 
blood of s conntry miay be bred indefinitely 
toa pure blood; and yet never reach purity. 
The firat oross would bs one-half blood ; 
the second cross, three quarters blood ; the 
third cross, seven-eighths blood ;|the fourth 
cross, fifteen sixteenths ; the fifth, thirty- 
three thirty-fourths of the purse or the 
thoroughbred blood, if none other has beon 
used in the cross, Yet the resulting progeny 
would always contain a fraction of the 
original or pure blood. Yet often seven- 
eighths, and especially those fiftacn sixteen- 
ths bred,show,the characteriatics to so great 
adegree that Hone buat-experts’ can dis- 
tinguish from outward observation between 
the full blood and the pnre or thoroughbred 
tpye. Hence *seven-eighths or fifteen-six- 
teenthe bred anfinals are by courtesy some- 
times called fall bloods. 

A grade is an animal containing some 
pure or thoroughbred blood: A seven- 
eighths grade is sometimes called # high 
grade,—Prairie Farmer.

THE MURDER LEAGUE. 


TUM PUGNIX PARK MORDERS—HOW THE %% W- 
ARDLY ASSASHINS BUTCHERED THEIR VICTIMS 
-—KUMORS ABOUT A RESCUER—EXCITEMENT IN 
DUBLIN-- RUMORED ANRRESTVOF TWO MeMBEKS 
OF PARLIAMENT . 


Dupuw, Feb, 15,—The Court room was 
densely orowdod when the trial was resumed 
this morning. As on preyious occasions there 
wore a number of privileged spectators, Bee 
sides a pumber of police officore on daty there 
wore several high poliow officials present who 
watohod tho proceedings with interest. Tho 
prisonera arraigned this morning wore James 
Carey, Josoph Brady, Timothy Kelly, Patrick 
Hanlon, Daniel Curl4y, Dennie Fagan, Patrick 
Delancy, Fitzharris alian ‘'Tho skin,” and 
Thomas Oaffrey. The witness Cahill, ao 
farmer, identified Thomas Caffrey as ono of 
the men in the car, which he saw as it was 
loa,ing the park ‘after tho murders; He 
could. only swear positively to Caffrey, 
Another witness named Glenn, a bricklayer, 
idontifled Jamcs Carey, the Town Ccuncillor, 
au Boing on the acono of the murders, The 
two others were dreesed like gentlemen. The 
prisoners in the dock Isughed heartily at this 
evidence. The notion that their socomplices 
were dosoribed as being dressed like gentlemen 
scomed to amuse them. 

The witness Hurley pointed out Timothy 
Kelly 4s being ono of s number of men stend- 
ing among the trees in Phosnix Park hiding, 
but on the watch at the timo of the murders, 
The witness Murray aleo ewore to seoing 
several men standing among tho trees, ‘but 
was unable to identify ony of them, This 
witnese, however, was able to identify 
Fitzharrio, alias ‘‘Tho Goat,” as standing at 
tho head of tho horse attached to the car, 

The witueses Meagle, who was pacsing 
through the park at the time of the murders, 
testified that he saw fonr men tussling, Ono 
man fo)l, but he could not eay who it was, 
Joo Brady was among them Ho at first 
thought he could identify Fagan, Lut was not 
sure and refused to awear to bim.

Terrible Railway Accideat 


Two Persons Killed and Many ’ 
Injured. 


Hamitton, Ont., Feb'y 15,—A terrible 
collision occurred on the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way, Great Weatorn division, this evening. 
The Pacific express, which is duo here at 
2.45, was two hours Jate in leaying Suspen- 
sion Bridygo, therefore Jeaying here abont 5 
o'clock, It had reached a point about two 
wiles east of Dundas and three miles west 
of this city, when it came into collision with 
the day express going east, The Pacitio 
express was drawn by two locomotives to 
help it up the heavy grade between this 
city and Oopetowp, and these, with the 
engine on the dsy express, were smashed 
to splinters. 

The killed are Edward Mason, aged 47, 
of Hamilton, driver of the pilot engine at 
the head of the wrecked train, an old dri- 
ver, and highly respected, and Charles 
Dundas, of Guelph, Ont., a passenger on 
the emoker, aged 30. His head was crush- 
ed. He had in his pocket a draft for $1,- 
800, $103 in cash, and veluable jowellery. 
He was a commercial traveller, An inquest 
will be held. 

The injured now in the city hospital are 
Geo. Levarce, of Rochester, N. Y., bound 
for Chicsgo ; John and William Messman, 
father and son, of Rochester, for Jackson, 
Mich.; William and Mina Kalpen,husband 
and’ wife, of Rochester, for Milesville, Wis. ; 
Wm and Carolina Meyer, husband and 


wife, of Rochester for Milesville, Wis. 
None of these are considered dangerously 
ipjared.

Lonpvon, Feb, 15.—Mr, Bradlaugb, at tho 
hoad of a great concourse of people, left Tra- 
falgar Square for the House of Commons to- 
dsy. There were over 25,000 moniin the 
crowd, ‘The procession formed near the Nel- 
son monument, got into line and marched in 
straggling colamns along Whitehall to West- 
minster, The crowd was orderly, and thero 
was no interference from tho polico, Many of 
the sections of the crowd sang labor songs. 
Mr, Bradlaugh’s arrival at tho House of 
Commons was the signal for great cheorlng 
from tho host that followed him. He drove 
up to the entrance in palacs yard in triumph, 
and as he entered the membors' lobby he was 
agsin lou ly cheered. Atthe olose of the 
reading of Mr, Bradlaugh’s letter by 
the Spoaker, tho Government. an- 
nounced officially that it was tho intention 
of Ministers to propeso tho affirms. 
tlon bill. Amid cries of “Oh, ob,” Mr, Brad- 
laugh said bho would fostpono any furthor 
action until this billhad been discussed. Mr, 
Bradlaugh and hia friends then left tho 
House, and the announcement of the proposed 
action of the Government was made to tho 
poople outside, when tho crowd quietly dis 
persed, sod the Bradlaugh demonstration 
ended wi!hout farther incident.

Bat it would give uo idea of the Groat throng 
thet shall covoup at lost before the throne 
of God {rom all sects, from all donomiastions, 
from all agew, These worshipped Got in 
sploadid ‘itargy, and those in brokon sen- 
tenvos broathed tho sorrow of a broken heart, 
These came up from St. Paul's Cathedral, and 
those from sailors’ bothel, Those worshipped 
God undor shapeloss rafters, and thos undor 
high spruug arob, ‘*A groat multitude that 
no man can number,” ‘There is nothing more 
impressive than an army. You stand ona 
hillside and soo 30,000 or 40,000 men marchio 
on—the aoene is overwholming. But take all 
tho legions of Sonnaochorib, and of Xerxor, and 
of Cyrus, and of Aloxander, and of Napoloop, 
and of all tho armios of our own cootaries, and 
then mount a fleet stood and ride along the 
live and review tho troops, and that great host 
will soem only like a helf-formed regiment as 
compared with the armies of the redeemed. 
I stood at Williamsport during the war, and 
I svaw a large part of the army march down 
towards the bavuke of the Potomac, and it 
seemed as if the line were interminable, But 
to-day I take the field glass of St. John and 
look off upon the multitude, the great host, 
the armies of light, and beyond are thousands, 
and beyond are millions of souls, and I try to 
count the companies aud tho regiments aud 
battalioos, but I tail, I fail. I closo the port. 
folio, 1 put aside the pen, 1 capnut make the 
caloulation. I have only to ory ont in the 
words of my toxt, ‘A groat multitade that 
nd map can number,” ‘T'sx your imagination, 
torture your ingenuity, break down all your 
powers of caloulation in trying to tell of hun. 
drods of hundreds of hundreds, and thousands 
of thousands of thousands, and millions of 
tuillione of millions, and quadrillions of quad- 
rillions of qguadrillions, and quintillions of 
quiatillions of quintillions, and then when the 
head aches and the heart fsints, cry out in 
your exhaustion, ‘* A great multitude that no 
man can nember.” 

but my subject advances, and it tells you 
of their antevedentse, ‘‘O! all nations and 
people and kindred and tongues.” Some of 
them spoke Sootch, English, Irish, Swiss, 
Spanish, Italian, Choctaw, Ismail, Burmese, 
Asin a olty now you oan toll by the accentua- 
tion from what part of the earth the people 
have come, so of those in that great city of 
the sun we willbe ableto find out from 
what pert of this earth and from what part 
of other worlds the inhabitants have come.

On earth different nations prefer differens 
kinds of government, We Americans prefer 
a republic; in England they prefer a limited 
monsroby ; In Austria thoy prefer an absolu« 
tiem ; but in that great land to whioh we go 
they all prefer a monarchy, with Christ at 
the head ef it; andif tbat monarohy should 
bo disbanded, and it should bo left to the 
votes of all the nations of the universe who 
should reign, by overwhelming and unani- 
mous suffrage Christ would be made the Pre- 
sidént of the universe, Magna Chartas, bille 
of right, houses of burgosses, triumvirates, 
congresses, parlismenta dissolved at the touch 
of Jesus scoptre All antecedents, all nation- 
slities, or to come back to the words of my 
text, ‘‘of all nations and kindred and people 
and tongues.”

be all out of place in the banking houses, 
orin the factory, or delving inthe mine, or 
aweltering at the forgo, or binding the books, 
In this world we must have on work-day 
apparel. But whon our work is all done, and 
those hands are folded from ey toil, and 
the chariots are all fashioned, and the temples 
are all finished, and the mansione are all 
done, no more use for working-day apparel. 
We shall be clothed in white, Io this world 
we often have to wear garments of mourning. 
Black soarf forthe arm, black gloves for the 
hands, black veil for the face, black band for 
the hat. Abraham mourning for (Sarah. 
Ieano mourning for Rebecoa. ohel mourn- 
ing for her children, David’ mourning for 
Absalom. Mary mourning for Lazarus, Every 
seoond of every minute of every hour of overy 
day aheart breaks, From zone to sone and 
ffom pole to pole tho carth ‘is oleft. with 
sépulohral rent, and it is no wonder that the 
éarth can so carly bloom and ‘blossom, for it 
is so rich with mouldering lifograves,graves, 
graves! But our beroavemonts all over, our 

arting onded, we standing in reunion with our 
oved and departed ones, what moro need of 
the black? what moro need of mourning 
woods? It will bo white. A poet in very 
quaint style, an anonymous poot, describes 
the soui going out of this darknobs into that 
light :

The glor- 
ed look back and they remembor the long 
journey thoy traveled, ‘They look back and 
thoy remember the burden they carried, They 
look back. and they romember the glorious 
resoue God wrought out in their behalf, and 
thoy aro exultant before the throno, waylug 
their palms, Lhoy kacel.at tho foot of Christ 
and thoy think of Hid wouods and His euffer- 
inga in thoir behalf, and they eay, 'Dhin ia 
tho Christ who wept my griofa; thie ia tho 
Christ who bounl my wounds; thisis tho 
Obrist who died my death.” and they will 
rlso and stand waving. tholr palaw, That 
Christ on oorth had along and weary way, 
Hovcrunched tho hard crust, Infornal spite 
spat on both chooks, Ho was despised and 
rejooted of men, but now tho redeomed stand 
around about Him. They behold Him en. 
thronod and crowned, Standing thore exul 
tant in that glorious presence they aro wav- 
iog thoir palms. Christ romombors the story 
and He roocites the victory, Ho tolla the vic 
tories for the oburch, victories for the trath, 
overlasting victory—victory of Goa the Fa- 
thor, God the Son and God the Holy Ghost, 
And os He announces thesd victories, all the 
glorified, host beyond host, rank above rank, 
aallory above gallery, atand waving their 
balms. Henry V., after o greatjbattle, called 
bis trocps to halt. and before they yet lett 
the ticld ho asked the chaplain to read one of 
the Pasims of David that he might celebrate 
tho victory and give God the glory. The 
chaplain opened at the Pealms, and whon in 
tho midst of that army ho camo to the words, 
‘‘ not unto us, not unto us, O Lord, byt unto 
Thy name give glory,” the King dismounted 
and the troops ell got off their.horses, and the 
army knelt, and some upon their faces echoed 
the verse; ‘Not unto us, hot uoto ue, O 
Lord, but to Thy name give glory.”

My, text advances one step more and speaks 
of their song. Dr. Dick declared in one of 
bis learned works that he thinks the inhabit- 
ants of heaven will spend much of their time 
in the study ot the higher branches of mathe- 
mathics, I hope you will not all have to go 
into that study. There is no charm in sucha 
thought as that tome. I prefer the state.

and the newly arrived says, ‘Sing salvation ;" 
and after a whiie there is a olisin of apprehen- 
sion snapped, theré is a throne of despotism 
destroyed, or the hurch of Jesus Christ on 
earth gains some great victory, and the 
angelr before the throneesy, ‘* What shall we 
sing?’ and the multitude around abont the 
throne will answer, ‘‘Sicg salvation.”” And 
after a while the ohurch miltiant will rash up 
into the arms of the church triumphant, and 
the world is burning and all things are being 
wound up, the cry will be lifted, ‘What shall 
we sing ?’ and there will come opa response 
like the voice of many waters, and like the 
voice of many thunderivgs, ‘‘ Sing salvation.” 
In this world there are songs plaintive with 
sorrow, and there are songs dirgeful for. the 
dear ; but no weeping symphony there, no 
wailing anguish. The tamest tune will be a 
hosanna. Tho dullest tune will bea triumph- 
al march, Joy of cherubim. “Joy of seraph- 
im, Joy of the ransomed. Joy forever. On 
earth churches sometimes sang very poorly. 
They sang sometimes of accord. Some would 
not sing; somo‘could not sing ; somo sang too 
high ; some eang too low ; some tang by fits 
and starts ; but in that great audience of th» 
redeemed all the voicea will be in accord, and 
they who on earth kuew no difference b tween 
a plantation melody and the Dead March in 
Saul, will lift a0 anthem which the Mendela- 
sohns and the Beethovens and the Schamanns 
never imagined, and through all eternity you 
might listen and not hear one disoord—all the 
heights and depths and longtha and breadths 
and immensities of hoaven filled with hosanna, 
When people entered the Tomplo of Diana in 
olden times, sometimes their eyesight was 
extinguished by the brilliancy, of the room, 
the gold and the glitter of the precious stones, 
and therofore the janitor when he intoduced 
strangers into that room always eaid to 
them: ‘‘Take heed to your eyes,’’ The 
strapyer entered that room with shaded 
vielon. But, oh! my friends, when the 
song of the redeemed rises about the 
throne, many voiced and multitudinous, you

~ The Oonservatives in this part of the 
Province have, in the pending contest for 
the Legislature, as grand incentives to work 
ag ever a party had, or es a party could 
desire. They have a grand cause, able 
leaders, and a corrupt, tyrannical, and 
highly unpopular Government to oppose. 
The majorities by which they were defeated 
in those constituencies in which they 
were beaten in 1879 were exceedingly slim, 
and .these were the result of a fatal over-

Ortawa, Feb. 15,—The statement of the 
public accounts was laid on tho table of tho 
Bouse this afternoon, 

CAPITAL ACCOCNT 

The Deputy Minister of tlnosnco reports 
tho expenditures on capital account during 
the year amount to $7,351,052.61, distributed 
amongst tho following services :—Intercolonial 
railway, $556,568.70 ; Canadian Pacitio rail: 
way, £4,589,075.97; Prince Edward Island 
railway, $40,203 ; Publio buildings, O\tawa, 
$37,314 163 Welland cacal, $603,402.17; La- 
chine capal,$252,821.33 ; St. Lawrencecanalr, 
$73,521.06 ; Ottawa canals, $655,809 90 ; 
Morray canal, $7,135.63; St, Peter’s canal, 
$484; land and cable telegraph lines, $33,- 
635.43 ; Dominion lands, $511,882 32; total, 
$7,351,(52.61, 

EXPENDITURES MET BY RECEIPTS, 

These expenditures have been ent rely pro- 
vided by tho receipts derived from the ‘ale of 
Dominion lands to the extent of $1,744,- 
456 48, and by the eurplus reyenuer, which, 
including payments made for investments for 
the several sinking fands, aggregate $6,316,- 
357.90. 


DEBTS RETIRED, 

During the year over $4,000,000 of debt 
bearing high rates of interest haye been re- 
tired, but, on the other hand, the Dominion 
note circulation has increased tlightly over 
$1,250,000, and the balance at the oredit of 
the depositors in the Government savings 
banks ia $5,931,989.69, viz., from $15,385,692 
to $21,768,661.69, Investments were made 
during tho year of $4,726,926.67, tho greater 
part consisting of sums placed at interest with 
varioaa chartered banks, Through the sur. 
plus revenues and the redemption of debt the 
net debt of the Dominion has decreased dur. 
iog the year by $1,734,129 62, and by the 
retirement of the $4,0.0,000 of debt boaring 
6 per cent, and 6 yer cent, interest, the 
average rate of interest payable on the net 
debt has been decreased during the year from 
$4 47 to $443 per cont, and on tho dett 
payable in England from $4,43 to 4.39 per 
cent, 

CANADIAN PACIFIC RAILWAY, 

During the year the Governmont reocived 
fom the Canadian Pacific Railway Oompany 
the sum of $4,600,000, being the equlvalent of 
the proceeds of $5,000,000 of land grant bonds 
at 92, out of which, during the ssme period, 
the company earnei $2,032,200 by the con- 
struction of 221 miles of tho prairie section, 
at the rate of $9,200 por mile, 

REDEMPTION OF 810CK 

In the present fisoal year, 1882 53, in addi- 
tion to the redemption of $4,500,(00 5 per 
cont. stook and about $179,000 of debentures 
scld in the country, the fui ther sum of $l,- 
800,000 is in process of redemption in Eagisnd. 
In 1883 84 the amount of debt maturing ag

Crycinnati, Feb, 17.—The river is sixty 
two feet five inches, I+ rained nosrly all 
night, but is much colder this morning, 
TERRIBLE DISAST&R IN A MINE—SEVENTY LIVES 

Lost, 

Brapwoop, Ill., Feb. 17.—Many victims 
of the Diamond Cos! mine disaster have left 
families, The number Jost is now stated at 
seyenty. The shaft ig which the accident 
ocgurrad had heen workiog eight years, Isis 
situated at Diamond, a little village two miles 
northwest of Bradwood. -The country there 
about is as level as a floor, with perhaps a 
slight inclination towards the mines Tho 
sudden thaw and heavy rain tracsformed the 
prairio into a lake, andfor miles about] Dis- 
mond the water stands 2 iaches to three foet 
deep. With scarcely any waroing there sud- 
denly appeared an opening trom the surface 
into the mine. The water quickly permeated 
into the mine, drowning all who were unable 
to get out before tho rising water oaught 
them.

gangways are dug out in various directions.

The Customs Department 


The Montreal Gazette, in its issue of the 
16tb,pays a very high and, as it shows con- 
olusively, richly deseryed tribute to the 
Minister of Customs for the great efficiency 
and romarkablé economy which have 
marked his administration of tho great de- 
partment over which he prosides. When 
it is considered that our contemporary is 
one of the foremost commercial cuthorities 
in the country, the complimpnts upon Mr. 
Bowell are all the more valuable, and 
demonstrate that the attacke which the 
Globe has from time to time levelled at him 
have been the outcome of that envious 
malice which cannot bear to see an oppon- 
ent succeed where ita triends have failed, 
The Gazette says :—‘* The administraticn of 
the Oustoms Department by Hon. Mr, 
Bowell is one of which he may justly feel 
proud. I[n no department of Government, 
at any time since Confederation, do we find 
results exhibiting in so large a measure 
economy combined with efficient adminis- 
tration. The revenue from Oustoms has 
increased since 1878 from $12,795,693 to 
$21,708,837 lagt year, while the percentage 
of tho cost of collection in the same period 
has decreased from 5.68 per cent to 3.33 
per cent. But to understand properly the 
extraordinary care and constant vigilance 
which Mr. Bowell has exercised it is necer- 
sary to contrast the total expenditure of the 
Oustoms Department under his administra- 
tion with that of his predecessor. In 187647 
the Customs expenditure was $721,604, the 
year in which Mr. Bowell assumed office it 
reached $719,711, while two years later, in 
1880.1, it had been reduced to $717,704, 
or about $4,000 less than Mr, Burpee 
oxpended in 1876 and 1877. Last year the 
outlay was $723,913. The following state— 
ment is an eloquent tribute to the ability, 
skill and unceasing watchfulneas of the 
presout Minister : :

“In the former of these periods, that in 
which a Liberal Minister held office, the 
Customs expenditures actually inoreased 
$153,839 in the face of adecrease of $27,- 
683,319 in the value of imports, while Mr. 
Bowell has succeeded in collecting $9,000,- 
000 additional revenue, and in handling an 
increased import trade of $37,455,000, with 
the insignificant addition of $4,200 to the 
Oustoms expenditures. One can readily 
understand the reasopableness of the , cost 
of administering the Customs Department 
in the early years of Confederation, because 
of the Jarge number of new ports that were 
established and the steady augmentation 
of business, but the continuous incresse in 
the expenditure during the Liberal tenure 
of office, in spite of a tremendous controo- 
tion of trade, can only be explained by the 
incapacity of the Minister, or the omploy- 


ment of theservice for the reward of 
political partizans,, That Mr. Bowell has 
been able to mansge his department 


practically without a dollar ot new expense, 
notwithstanding the enormous increase of 
business at all the ports, notwithstanding 
the statutory increase of salaries of officials 
and the establishment of a number of new 
ports of entry, issimply astonishing. It 
is a record in which any Minister can feel 
pride, and it stamps Mr, Bowell’s admin- 
jstration as pre-ominently the most careful,

LET THERE BE LARMONY N THINGS ESSENTIAL—LIBERALITY IN THINGS NOT ESSENTIAL—OHARITY IN ALL, 
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Birily Hutelligencer. 
The Shade of William Lyon Mo- 
Kenzie to the Reform Pacey Sie 
Ontario, 


To the Biitor of the Intelligencer, 

Sre:—If the shade of William Lyon Mo. 
Konzlo participates in the concerns of po- 
litical life in this province, and provided ib 
possessed the power of imparting its opin- 
ion from the realms of Spirit Land, I 
conoelve that its address to the Reform 
party would be one of admonition and re- 


prosch, yet, perhaps with dignity and 
sorrowful respect. 


GenTLeemen :—Having spent the best 
years of my life in assisting to obtain liber- 
ties which properly belong to the people. 
Having struggled long against the centrali- 
zation of power held by a few men who 
abused the rise of that power and turned 
ittothe emolument of themaélyes and 
their friends, and at lest having seen the 
principles advanced by myself and patriotic 
friends triumphant, I look with apprehen- 
sion atthe present state of my native 
province. ‘'There ix atime of difficulty 
*“and danger, at which flattery and false- 
“hood can no longer decelye,and simplicity 
“itself can no longer be misled,” 

Lot me first oall your attention to the 
principal points of the straggle and 
achievements of the past, that you may the 
more easily compare and judge of the true 
position of the present. 

The Government of this province, when 1 
first entered the House of Assembly, con- 
sisted of a Lieutenant Governor appointed 
by the Crown ; a Logislative and an Ex- 
ecutive Council appointed by the Minister 
of the Colonies ; and the House of Assem- 
bly. which was an elective body. 

At that time the almost unlimited extent 
of the patronage of the Orown, or rather of 
the Colonial Minister for the time being 
and his advisers here, together with the 
abuse of that patronage were the chief 
sources of Uolonial discontent. Such was 
the patronage of the Colonial Office, that 
the granting or witholding of supplies was 
of no political importance, unless as an 
indication of the opinion of the country 
concerning the character of the Government, 
which was conducted upon a system that 
permitted ita officers to take and apply the 
fands of the colonists without any legiala- 
tive vote whatever, 

We contended for a Responsible Govern- 
ment,we held that the Governors of Coloni- 
es, like other men, are individually liable 
to all the infirmities of human nature, and 
in their political capacity, when left to act 
without restraint, they, no doubt, sacrifice 
occasionally the interests and happiness of 
the people, to the gratificaticn of their own 

ions and caprices. One great excel- 
ence of the English constitution consists 
in the limits it imposes on the will of a 
Ruler, by requiring men responsible to the 
people to give effect to it. In upper Oan- 
adaatthat time no such responsibility 
oduld exist. The Lieutenant Governor and 
his édvisors here held in their hands the 
whole patronage of the Province ; they held 
the sole dominion of the country and left 
the Legislative branch powerless and de- 
pendent. The Colonis! Minister in Down- 
ing street acted solely through and by the 
information and suggestions of the Lieu 
tenant Governor. 


The Executive Uouncil were appointed 
expressly to advise the Colonial Cakeencd 
upon the sffiirs of the Proyince—to advise 
and concur with him in deciding upon ap- 
plications for lands, and in making regula- 
ions relative to that department of the 
Government. The members ot this branch 
of the Government received salaries, and in 
most cases held other positions of emolu- 
ment. They also recommended and obtained 
large grante of lands to themselves, indi- 
vidually, and to their children. They were 
sometimes called upon to repert on special 
matters for the information of the Gevern- 
ment at home, and often seriously and in- 
tentionally misled the home Government. 

The Legislative Council was, like the 
Exeoutive Council, a body wholiy irreapon- 
sible to the people. The members were 
appointed by the Crown throngh the Lieu- 
tenant Governor, and were chiefly selected 
from among those who either occupied 
offices of emolument under the Orown, or 
received pensions, therefrom, and. were, 
therefore, wholly under the control of the 
Lieutenant Governor of the Provinoe. The 
members of Oouncil continually rejected 
the many valuable measures earnestly 
prayed for by the people, as they partioci~ 
pated with the Assembly in the enactment 
of laws. They, deriving their authority 
from Royal Commission, were very fre- 
quently regarded with distrust by the great 
body ef the people. They were employed 
as instrumenta for relieving Governors from 
the responsibility they ought to have borne 
for the rejection of measures which were 
proposed by the other branch of the Legis- 
lature. A Uouncil ‘so constituted could 
not assume ina Oolony a position or an 
influence analagous to that of the House of 
Peers, because entirely destitute of that 
hold on public opinion which the property 
and independence of its members, as well 
as the antiquity of the institution itself, 
conferred upon the Peerage of the old 
country. 

Men, from the tao long possession of 
lucrative power, whatever at first might be 
their relative stations, soon uire a com: 
munity of interests, and thus identified in 
the purpose of sustaining each other in 
office, make common cause. against that 
redress of grievance, and that conciliation 
of the publio mind, and that economy of 
the public wealth which are equally dio- 
tated by justice and wisdom. : 

Thus it was with the Legislative Council; 
and, it may be easily seen why the mom- 
bers of that Council placed themseives in 
antegouism to the Logislative Assombly. 
The whole system of Government and dis- 
tribution of patrunage and the disposition of 
Orown Lands and of publio funds &o., 
had so long continued virtually in the samo 
hands that it booame litttle better than a 
family compact. Abuses grow up so as to 
‘bo interwoven with everything, and those 
abuses were concealed, palliated, oxotsed 
and sustained by those who were interested 
to uphold them aé the means of retalning 
office for their private onds, and not for the 
public good, That regime was well termod 
the family compact, bat would now, per- 
haps, be properly denominated by the 
American term Ring.” E

Those lands should have been put 
up to competition and sold cheap for cash, 
and would thus have encouraged * settle- 
ment, while at the same time affording a 
large revenue, 

No returns of the receipts and expendi 

ture of the public moneys were made. 
When the House of Assembly applied to 
be allowed to look into ““The Blue Book” 
or official statement of the pecuniary affairs 
of the Province sent to England for the 
years 1824 and upto 1834, the Lieutenant- 
Governor, Sir John Colbourne, refused to 
comply with their request, 
_ District Magistrates were eppointed dur- 
ing pleasure. The Justices so appointed 
selected the District Treasurers and a large 
number of subordinate officers, There 
were instances of the refusal of benches of 
Magistrates to return to the House of As- 
sembly an account of the receipta and ex- 
penditures of tho local taxea and revenues 
raised from the people. 

The Post Office Department was under 
the sole control of the “ Compact.” No 
questions could be asked—no misconduct 
of officials could be enquired into, and no 
detailed statement of receipts and expendi- 
pares were laid before the House of Assem- 

ly. 

Bneriffs were appointed by the Govern- 
ment. They selected their own Juries and 
had the power and exercised it too often in 
seleciing subservient tools whenever a 
verdiot was required against any editor of 
& newspaper who published hostile criti- 
cisms on a tyrannical act. 

No lees than sixteen members of the House 
of Aesembly jn 1835 held offices or employ. 
ments of profit or emolument under the 
Crown. Some were Registrars, othors Clerks 
of the Peace, a few Collectors of Costoms,and 
ove a Judge of one of the District Courts, 

The House of Assembly in several successive 
Parliaments oxpreaied its entire disapproba- 
tion of the conduct of the Government in 
attempting to uphold particular rights by 
money granta,and in the 1(tb and 11th parlia- 
ments declared that it recognized no particular 
denomination as established in Upper Canada 
with exclutiye olaims power or privileges. 

I might maltiply instances, but I think I 
haye shown sufficient for you to judge what 
little chance of redressing grievances and how 
fraught with danger to the liberties of the 
people and to the stability of the Provinos is 
the conspiracy of the few to rule for their 
own private, and not for the public good. 

I¢ 18 unnecessary forme to tell you how 
those grievances were one by one redressed, 
How tne glorious constitution and legislative 
freedom of Great Britain because engrafted 
on cur Province, How an oligarchy was 
changed into a Respopsible Government. How 
a few detached scattered Proyinoes have 
become cemented into a nation, whose future 
greatness, under wise administration, is al- 
ready assured. How the attention of the 
civilized world is direoted upon this country, 
aod how by a wise and liberal policy the illi- 
mitable prairies of the North-West have been 
thrown open to the teeming communities and 
energetio civilization of Europe. 

The Confederation of the Provinces afforded 
& panacea for all existing evils, By that con- 
summation the principles contended for by 
the Reform party beoame triumphant, the old 
dissensions, as well as the new, were laid at 


rest. 
To an evil hour the leader of the Reform 
smh withdrew from the good work to which. 

© had been committed. He withdrew from 
the Cabinet, and went with a few fol'owers— 
like David of old—into the cave of Adallam. 
The cave of Adullam was the Globe office, and 
from there seut forth his thunders against his 
old colleagues, who remained to complete the 
good work of Confederation, 

Space will not permit of my partioularizing 
the causes and occasions of calling together 
the so oalled ‘' Reform party” of to-day. It 
commenced by a faction of discontented 
spirits, who were determined to rule or ruin, 
who by ‘‘organized h risy,” and the 
polioy’of slander su edin hoodwinking 
many henest Reformers into the belief that 
they were a party of purists, and that the 
country was going to ruin under the able ad- 
ministration of Sir John Maodonald, Io an 
evil hour they scrambled into power at To- 
ronto over the bones of poor Soott, and sgain 
at Ottawa, by trampling upon our country’s 
honor, We were told that when they attain- 
od power then would come to pass the politi- 
coal millenium—oo more extraysgance, no 
more jobbery, no more corruption, no more 
mismanagement, Alas! every principle enun 
olated in opposition was renounoed or violated 
when in the possession of power, and every 
abuse denounced while clamoring for place 
was oommitted while holding therelos of 
Government, 

Macaulay relates, how Dante tells us that 
he saw, in Malbolge, a strange encounter be- 
tween a human form and a serpent, Tho 
enemies, after crue] wounds inflicted, stood for 
a timo glaring at each other, A great cloud 
surrounded them, and then a wonderful 
metamorphosis ap, Each figure was 
transfigured into the likeness of its antagonist. 
The sorpent’s tail diyided itself into twc logs; 
tho man’s lega intertwined themeelyes into a 
tail. The body of the serpent put forth arma ; 
the arms of the man ehrank into his his body. 
At length the serpent stood up a man, and 
spake ; the man sank down into a serpent, 
and glided hissing away. Something like this 
is the transformation which, during the time 
I have endeavored to recall to your recolleo- 
tion and the present, has befallen the Reform 
party and the family compact, Each has 
gradually taken the shapo and color of its foe, 
till at length the Conservative party has risen 
up erect the zoalot of treedom, and tho Grit 
party crawls a more faction and licks the dust 
at the feot of power. 

Men of Gntario, will you permit you Ilber- 
ties to be taken from you by the firm of 
Mowat, Frasor & Co., of Toronto! Will you 
stand by and seo your Looal Logislature 
Someceed merely for the purpose of register- 
ing the deorees of a hidden power? Re- 
member, the liberty for which your fore- 
fathers so long contended and obtained is 
morely an hoirloom bequeathed to you, that 
you may hand it down intact to your ohild. 
ron,

Mr. Sills continued. He approved of the

son when he came forward, Ho congratulated 
Mr. Sills on his approval of: the acts of a 
Government that had cstablished a Central 
Prison and three creameries during twelve 
yesre, Every member of the local Uabinet 
had stumped the country and did all they 
could against the prevent Dominion Govern- 
ment at the last general elections, The issue 
on which the Dominion |Government went to 
the polls last summer was the Nations! 
Policy, and this country had pro¥pered in a 
way such as.no one had dreamed of: Hon. 
Oliver Mowat and his friends had done their 
bost to destroy the effects of that policy, but 
withoutavail, and dowsaid you must forget that 
we opposed the National Policy, and it is not 
now atissue, They fought for allthey wero 
worth io June last and got licked and now 
have to look for another issue, Hoe alluded 
tothe importance of the Boundary Award, 
the Streams Billand the License question, 
the first of which was one of great interest to 
the people of this country, with regard to it 
the principal point was to asourtain the bound- 
ary line, He showed how thé dispute about 
the territory originated and quoted from 
Hansard to show the soundnéss of Sir John 
Maodonald’s position on that subject. Why 
was it not ratified ? Mr. Mackepzio was in 
power forfour years aad had not ratified the 
award and he had secured the right to repudi-: 
ate it. The award did not find the true 
boundary andthe speaker read from Mr, 
Mowat’s speeches to endorse that statement; 
it was illegal in its conooption and illegal 
in its conclusion, Unless the dispute is svttl- 
od by a tribunal that is entitled to thorough 
respect, an equivalent would be demanded, It 
was the policy of the Liberal Conservative 
party not to approve an award which did not 
define the legal boundary in this important 
question. Ontario would get all the territory 
to which she was entitled and if the difference 
was not settled it was the fault of the Grit 
Governmont that held power four yoars and 
had not exercised it.

HFTH PARLIAMENT—FIRST SESSION. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Orrawa, Feb, 20, 
_ In the House of Commons, Bills were 
introduced to incorporate tho University of 
Saskatchewan ; to incorporate the Oblat 
Fathors of the North Weat Territories; to 
suthorizs the National Insurance Company 
to wind up its affairs, 

The Speaker announced thatin accord- 
ance with the order of the House yester- 
day, the Ulerk of the Grown in Ohancery 
was in attendance with papers relating to 
the double return made by the returning- 
Officer in King’s Oounty, P. BE, 1. In the 
course of a conversational discussion on the 
aubjoct Mr. Oameron (Huron), who had 
made the motion calling for the attendance 
of. the Clerk, desired the Premier to take 
notice that ie would at an early day, as 
soon as he had time toread over the pa- 
pors, make such motion with reference to 
the subject as his conclusions) warranted, 
and desired Sir John to fix a day when the 
matter could be discussed. 

Sir John said that he well aware what 
the motien should be, and unless Mr. Cam- 
eron moved it he would move himself that 
the case bo referred to the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. 

Papors were taken as read, and ordered 


Speaker. 

The subject of the, proposed new loan 
camp up on Sir Leonard Tilley’s motion to 
go into Oommittee on the following resolu- 
tion :-—** That it is expedient to authorize 
the Governor-in-Council to raise by way of 
loan, in addition to the sums now remain- 
ing unborrowed and negotiable of the loans 
authorized by Parliament, such sum or 
sums of money as may be required to pay 
and discharge the Canadian consolidated 
five per cent. loan, raised under the fourth 
chapter of the Consolidated Statutes of the 
lato Province of Uanadas, after deducting 
therefrom the amount held asa Sinking 
Fund for paying off the same ; the rate of 
interest on the sums ao tO be raised by loan 
not to exceed four per cent. per annum.” 
In Committee Sir Leonard Tilley explained 
that the loan was made in 1860 of £6,446,- 
637 to consolidate a portion of the debt ex- 
isting.. This was a five per cent. loan, and 
was payable at will of "Governmentin 25 
years. The term would expire on lat Jan. 
1885, and the Government desired author- 
ity to issue four per cent. debentures for 
the balance not covered by the Sinking 
Fund accumulated, which amounted to 
£1,381,325 sterling, leaving a net balance 
of £6,065,310, Osnadian securities are 
now so much sought for that he thought 
many holders would be willing to re-invest 
even at 1 per cent, leas, and the London 
agente had undertaken to exchange five per 
cents for fours at half per cent, commission 
on the exchangés made up to the time of 
the expiry of the loan. Asthis operation 
would take some time, he thought it de- 
sirable to get out new debentures as soup 
as possible, and what could not be ex- 
changed could be put on the market 
so as to take up the loan when it came due, 
The amount to be issued was £6,546,000. 
He held out the hope that it might be 
possible to issue it at even s lower rate than 
4 per cent. In reply to Mr. Blake, Sir 
Leonard Tilley said that the exchange 
would not be effected by private arrange- 
ment with the holders of the present 
debentures, but by advertisement and ten- 
der. Mr. Blake enquired whether Sir 
Leonard Tilley had considered the question 
of reducipg the sinking fund, He (Mr. 
Blake) presumed that the bonds in which 
the sinking fund had been invested had 
been bought at apremium, Mr. Blake went 
on to say that the smaller the sinking fund 
was the better. He asked also whether the 
subject of issuing consols had been con- 
sidered by the Finance Minister. Sir 
Leonard answered that provision was made 
for an issue of that kind should it be deemed 
advisable by the Government.

An 
extensive lumbermaa, Mr. J. O. Miller, 
member.for Muskoka, and a supporter of 
Mr. Mowat, said that the tolls were entire- 
ly illusory asa recompense ; thatit would 
often psy the owner of improyements to 
get ridofa rival without tolls rather than 
submit to an obstruction to his own busi- 
ness ; and that they could not in any sense 
of the term be called compensation. ‘The 
declaration of Mr. McLaren was that the 
mode of compensation given under the 
Streams Bill, could not repay him for his 
improyements in a dozen generations, 
But beyond the question of tolls altogether 
comes the broad principle that no Govern- 
ment can legally take away vested rights, 
unless those rights would confer a general 
benefit, and unless ample compensation be 
made forthwith, and not atthe end of an 
indefinite period of time.”

TABERNACLE SERMONS. 


Discourse by Kev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage. 


THE EYE. 


He that formed the eye, shall He not see ?— 
Psalm 6, xciy., 9. 

The imporie! organ of the human system is 
the eye, Allup end down the Bible God 
honors it, « xtols it, jlluatretes it, or arraigua 
it. Five hundred and thirty-four times it is 
mentioned in the sible. Omnipresence— 
‘*the eyes of the Lord are in every place,” 
Divine care—*‘as the apple of the eye.” The 
clouds—‘‘ the eyelids of the morning.” Ir- 
reverence—‘‘the eye that mooketh at its 
father.” Pride—‘' Oh, how lofty are their 
eyes,” Inattention—‘‘the fool’s eye in the 
ends of the earth,” Divine inspection— 
‘*wheela full of eyes.” Suddenneas—'* in 
the twinkling of an eye at the last trump.” 
Olivetic sermon—“ the lightof the body is 
the eye.” The morning’s text—"He that 
formed the eye, shall He not see?” The sur- 


geons, the doctors, the astronomers and the 


physiologists underatand much of the glories 
of the two great lights of the human life; 
but the vast multitudes go on from credle to 


grave without any appreciation of the two 
great masterpieces of the Lord God Almighty, 


If God had lacked anythiug of infinitive wis- 
dom He would have failed in creating the 
humanecye. We wander through the earth 
trying to see wonderful sights, but the most 
wonderful sight that we ever see is not #0 
wondertul as the instrument through which 
we can seo it, It has bern a strange thing to 
me for thirty years that some scientist, with 
enough elogquencé cnd magnetism, did not go 
through the country with {ilustrated lectures 
on canvas thirty feet equare, to startle and 
thrill and overwhelm Christendom with the 
maryels of the human eye, We want the eye 
taken from all its teshnicalities, and some one 
who shall lay aside a'l talk about the ptery- 
gomaxillary fissures,and the sclerotica,and the 
chiasma of the optic nerve, and in common 
parlance, which you and I and everybody can 
understand, present the subject, We have 
learned men who have been telling us what 
our origin is and what we “ere, O! if some 
one should come forth from the dissecting 
table and from the class room of the univer- 
sity and take the platform, and, asking the 
help of the creator, demonatrats the wonders 
of what we are, 

If I refer to the physiological facts suggest. 
ed by the former part of my text, it is only 
to bring out in a plainor way the theological 
lessons of the latter part of my text. ‘‘He 
that formed the eye, shall he not see?” I 
suppose my text referred to the human oye, 
since it excels all others in atructure and its 
adaptation. The eyes of fish aud reptiles and 
moles and bats are very simple things, because 
they have not much to do. There are inscots 
witha hundred eyos, but the hundred eyes 
haye less faculty than the two human eyos. 
The black beetle swimming the summer pond 
has two eyes undor Water and two eyes aboye 
tho water, but tho four insectil« are not equal 
to the two human, Man, plac tthe head 
of all living creatures, must |. .ve supreme 
equipment, while the blind fish 1\ tho Mam. 
moth Oave of Kentucky have ovly an undo. 
veloped organ of sight, an spology for the eyo, 
whioh, if through soma crevicof the moun 


tain they should got into the surl’c'», might 
be developed into positive eyesight. In tho 
firat chapter of Genesis wo find that God, 


without any consultation, created the light, 
crested the trees, created the fish, oreated 
the fowl; bat when He was about to make 
mano He called a conyontion of Divinity, au 
though to imply that all the powers of God- 
hoad were to be onlisted in tho achievement. 
‘*Let us make man.” Puta whole lot of om- 
phasis on that word ‘‘us.” ‘Let us make 
man.” And if God oalled a convention of 
diyinity to create man, 1 think the two groat 
questions in that conference were how to ore- 
ste a coul and how to mako an appropriate 
window for that emperor to look out of. Sno 
how God honored the oye before Ho created 
it. Hoe oried until chaos was irradiated with 
the utterance, ‘‘ Let thero bo light!’ In 
other words, before He introduced man into 
this temple of the world Hoe iluminated it, 
propared itforthe eyesight, And ao, after 
tho last human eye has been dostroyed in the 
final demolition of the world, stars aro to fall, 
and the sun is to coaro its shining, and the 
mocn is to turn into blood. In other words, 
eftor tho human oyes aro no moro to be prof- 


ited by thoir shining, the chandoliors of hoayen 
aro to be turned out, God, to educate and to 
bleas and to holp tho human eye, sot in tho 


| manuol of heavon two lamps—a gold lamp and 
a silver lamp—tho one for the day and tho 
other forthe night. To show how God honors 
tho oye, look at the two halls built for the 
residence of the eyes, seven bones making tho 
wall for onch oye, the seven bones curiously 
Wrought together. Kingly palaco of ivory is 
considored rich, but the halla for the residence 
oft the human oye are richer by so much as 
harman bono fs more ssored than clephantins 
task, Seo how God honorod the cyes when 
He made a roof for thom, eo that tho sawaat of 
toll should not smart them; and the rain 
dashing ageinst the forehead should not 
drip into them; the eyebrows not bonding 
over tho eye, but reaching to tho right 
and to the left, so that the rain and the 
swoat should bo compelled to drop upon the 
cheek instead of falling into. thia divinely 
pronoped human oyeright. Seo how God 

onored the eye in the fact presented by 
avatomiste and physiologists that there are 
800 contrivatoes in every eyo. For window 
shutters, the oyelids opening and closing 
30,000 times a dey. Tho eyelashes so con- 
stracte! that they have their selection as to 
what shall bo admitted, saying to the dust, 
‘Stay oat,” and saying to the light, *' Come 
io.” For ioside ourtain the iris, or pupil of 
the oye, according as tho light is greater or 
less, contracting or dilating. The oyo of the 
owl ia bilnd in the daytime, the eyes of some 
creatures aro blind at night, but the human 
eyo 80 marvellously construsted can see both 
by day and by night. Many of the other 
oreatures of God oan move the oye only from 
sido to side, but the human eye so marvel- 
lously construoted that one muscle to lift the 
eyo, and another masocle to lower the eye, end 
another musoleto rollit to the right, and 
another muacle to roll it tothe left, and an- 
other musole passing through a pulley to turo 
{s round and round—an elaborate gearing of 
six muscles as perfectas Godcould make 


them. There also is the retina, gathering the 


rays of light, and pagsing the visue! impres- 
sion along tho optic nerve, about the thick. 
nees of the lampwick—passing, the visual im- 


pression on to the sensorium, and on into the 


soul! What a delicate lens, what an exqui- 
site eoreen, what soft cushions, what wondere 
ful chemistry of the human eye ! 


bone of the nostril, A contrivance s0 won- 
derful that it can ese the sun, ninety-five mil- 
lions of miles away, and the point of a pio, 
Telescope and microscope inthe same contri- 
vance, The astronomer swinga and moves 


this way and that, and adjusts and readjusts 
the magnifying glass until it is prepared to do 


ita work ; but the human eye without a touch 
beholds the star and the smallestinsect. The 
traveller among the Alps, with one glance 
taking in Mount Blané and the face of his 
watch to see whether he has time to climb it, 
0! this wonderful camera obscura which you 
and I carry about with us, so to-day we can 
take in this audience, so from the top of 
Mount Washington we can take in New Eng- 
land, so at night we can sweep into our vision 
the constellations from horizon to horizon, 
So delicate, so semi-infinite, and yet the light 
coming ninety-five millions of miles at the 
rate of two hundred thousand miles a second, 
is obliged to wait at the gate of the eye wait- 
ing for admission until the portoullis be lifted. 
Something hurled ninety-five millions of miles 
and striking an instrument which has not the 
agitation of even winking under the power ot 
the stroke. There, also, is the mercifal 
tear gland by which tho eye is washed and 
from which rolls the tide which brings the 
relief that comes in tears when some bereave- 
mont or great loss strikes us. The tear not 
an augmentation of sorrow, but the breaking 
up of the Arotio of frozen grief in the warm 
gulf stream of consolation, Incapacity to 
weep is madness or death, Thank God for 
the tear glands and that the crystal gates are 
so easily opened. O! the wonderfal hydrau- 
lic apparatus of the human cye, Divinely 
constructed vision! ‘Two lighthouses at the 
harbor of the immortal soul, under ‘he shin- 
ing of which the world ssils in and drops an- 
chor, What an anthem of praise to God is the 
human eye! The tongue is speechless and a 
olumsy jnstrument of expression as compared 
with it, Lave you not seen it flash with in- 
dignation or kindle with enthusiasm, or ex- 
pand with devotion, or melt with sympathy, 
or stare with fright or leer with villany, or 
droop with sadness, or pale with envy, or fire 
with revenge, or twinkte with mirth, or beam 
with love? Itis tragedy and comedy and 
pastoral andlyric in turn, Have you not 
seen its upli(ted brow of surprise, or its frown 
of wrath, or its contraction of pain? If 
the eye say one thing and the lips another 
thing, you believe the oye rather than 
the lips. The eyes of Archibald Alexandor 
and Charles G, Finney were the mightiest 
part of their sermons. Goorge Whitefield 
enthralled great assemblages with his eyes, 
though they were crippled with strabismus, 
Many a militiary chieftain has with a look 
hurled a regiment to victory or to death. 
Martin Luther turned hiseye onan rssarsia 
who came to take bis life, and tho villain fled. 
Under the glance of the buman eye the tiger, 
with five times a man’s Secale’ snarls back 
into the African jangle, But those best 
appreciate the value of the eye who have lost 
it. The Emperor Adrian by accident put out 
the eye of his servant, and ho said to his ser- 
vant: ‘What shall I psy you in, money orio 
lands? Anything you ask me ; I am so sorry 
I put your eye out.” But the servant refased 
to put any firancial estimate on the value of 
the eye, and when the Emperor urged and 
urged again the matter,he said: “0 Emperor, 
I want nothing but my lost eye.” Alas for 
those for whom a thick and impenetrable veil 
is drawn across the face of the heavens and 
the face of one’s own kindred, That was a 
pathetic scone when a blind man lighted o 
torch at night and was found upon along 
the highway, and some one said, ‘Why do 
you carry that torch when you can't seo?” 
** Ah !” paid ho, “I can’t see, but I carry this 
that others may see me and pity my helplees- 
ness and not ran me down,” Samson, the 
giant, with his eyes put out of the Philiy- 
tines,is more helpless than the smallest dwarf 
with vision undamaged. All the sympsthies 
of Christ were stirred when He saw Bartimous 
with darkened retina, and the only solve 
Ho ever mado that wo read of wag a mixturo 
of dust and saliva and a prayer, with which 
He cured the eyes of a man blind from his 
nativity. Tho value of the eye is shown as 
much by its catastrophe as by ite healthfal 
action, Ask the man who for half a century 
hag not econ the face of atriond, Ask in tho 
hospital the viotim of ophthalmia. Ask the 
man whose eye-sight perished in a powder 
blast. Ask the Bartimeus who never mot a 
Obrist, or the man born blind who is to die 
blind. Ask him, TheEarl of Bridgewater 
in his last will and testamont, bequeathed 
$40,000 for eseaya to be written on the power, 
and wisdom and goodness of God as mani- 
fosted in creation, and Sir Charles Bol), the 
British surgeon, fresh from Corunna and 
Waterloo, where he had been tending tho 
wounded and studying the formation of tho 
human body amid the amputating horrora of 
tho battlefield,acoopted the invitation to write 
ono of those Bridgewater Treatises, sud hbo 
wrote his book on the human hand—s book 
that will live as long asthe worldlives, This 
mornivg, in my imperfect way, I have only 
hintod at the splendore, the glorios, the won- 
dors, tho divine revelations, the aporalypscs 
ofthe human oye, and stagger back from 
the awful portals of the physlologiocal miraolo 
which must haye taxed tho ingonuity of a 
God, to ory outin your ears the words of my 
text, ‘‘ He that formed tho oyo, shall He not 


noo?’ Shall Herschel not know as much as 
his telescope? Shall Fraunhofer not know rs 
much as his telescope? Shall Swammo-dan 


not known a# much as his mloroscopo? Shall 
Dr, Hooke nop know as much an hia micro

toseo us We have not optical faatruments 
strong opough to descry them ; perhaps they 
have optical instruments atrong enough to 
dorcry us, The mole cannot 820 the eagle 
mid eky, but the eagle mid rky cen soo the 
molo' mid grass, Wo aro able to sc moun- 
tains and caverns of avother world; but 
perbaps the inhabitants of othor worlds can 
see the towers of our citice, the flash of our 
seas, the marching of our processions, the 
white rosea of our woddinya, the black soarf 
of our obsequios., It passes ont from the guess 
into the positive when .weare told fo tho 
Bible that the inhsbitants of other worlds do 
come oo convoy to this, Axe thoy not all 
ministeriog spirits oent forth to minister to 
those who shail be heirs of salvation? Hut 
baoman inspection and angello inspection and 
stellar, inspection and lunar inspection and 
solar inspéction (are tame es compared with 
the thonght of divire inspection ‘ You 
converte me tweaty yoars ago,” ssid a black 
man to my father, **How so?” said my 
fathor. ‘' Twenty years ago,” ssid the other, 
‘in tho old school house prayer meeting at 
Sound Brook you eaid in your prayer, ‘Thou 
God, sasest ms,’ and J bad no peace under th 
eyo of God untill became a Christian, 
Hear it. ‘' The eyes of the Tord aro in evors 
place” ‘His eyelids try the children 
men.” “ His eyes wero os a flame of fire,” 
“I will guide thee with minsecye,” O! the 
eye of God, eo fallof pity, so full of power, 
so fall of love, so fullof indignation, so full 
of compassion, so full of mercy.

But 
all the stars of the night heavens are asterisks 
calling your attention to God, in all-observing 
God, Onur every nerve a diyine handwriting, 
Our every muscle a pulley divinely swung, 
Oar every bone sculptured with divine eug- 
geation. Onur every eye (a reflection of the 
divine eye. God abovens, and God beneath 
us, and God before us,and God behind usjand 
God within us. What «stupendous thing to 
live! What s studepdous thing to die, No 
such'thing as hidden traosgression. A dra- 
matio advecate in oldentimes, at night in a 
court room, persuaded of the innocence of his 
client charged with murder, and of the guilt 
of the witness who was trying to swear the 
poor man’s life away—that advocate took up 
two bright lamps and thras} them close up to 
the facu of the witness, and cried : ‘‘ May it 
ple:se the court and gentlemen of the jury, 
behold the murderer!” and the man, pracu- 
cally under that awful glare,confessed that he 
was the criminal instead of the man arraigned 
atthe bar, O! my friends, our most hidden 
sin is under a brighter light than that ; it is 
under the burning eye of God. He is not a 
blind giant stumbling through the heavens 
He is not » blind monarch feeling for the step 
ot His chariot. Are you wronged? He secs 
it. Are youpoor? He seesit. Have you 
domestic’ perturbation of which the world 
knows nothing? Heseesit. ‘O!” yousay, 
‘* my affaira are so insigvificant I can’t realize 
that God eces me and sees my affairs,” Can 
you sco the point ofa pin?’ Can you see the 
eyo of a needle? Can you see a mote in the 
sunbeam { Aud has God given you that 
power of minute obseryation and does He not 
possess it Himself? ‘‘ He that formed the 
eye, shall he not ees?” But you say, ‘* God 
is iu one world and I amin another world ;

A legend of St. Frotobert is that his 
mother wes bl’nd cnd he was so sorely pitiful 
for the mirfortune that one day in ‘sympathy 
ho kissed her eyos and by miracle she saw 
everything, But itis nota legend when I 
tell you that all the blind eyes of the Chris- 
tian dead under the kiss of the resurrection 
morn shall gloriously open. O! what a day 
that will be for those who went groping 
through this world under perpetusl obscara- 
tion, or were dependent on the hand of a 
friend, or with an uncertain staff loft their 
way ; and for the aged of dim sight, about 
whom it may be eaid that “ Lhey which look 
out of the windows are darkened,” when 
eternal daybreak comesin, What a beauti- 
ful epitaph that wes for a, tombstone ine 
European comotéry: ‘‘ Here reposes in Ged, 
Katrina,’ saint, 85 yoars of ago and blind.

The License Question, 


From the Montreal Gazette, 


Thero is a disposition in some quarters 
to regard the action of the Dominion Go- 
vornmeont in assuming to legislate on the 
subject of the sale of intoxicating liquors 
48 in some Benge political, and as intended 
fo produce an effect in the approaching 
Ontario elections. The friends of Mr. 
Mowat are busy endeavoring to excite the 
slarm of the temperance people, by pre- 
tending that such legislation will relax the 
restrictions imposed by the Crooks Act 
upon tho liquor traflio, Nothing could he 
further from the actual position of the 
question. The legislation which is pro- 
posed at this session of Parliament is em- 
inently in the interests of morality, and of 
the due restriction of the liquor traflic, As 
& matter of law, as determined now by the 
Courts, it is not competent for the Proyin- 
cial Legislature to restrain the sale of 
intoxicating liquor ; their connection with 
tho subject begins and ends with the right 
to impose liconses for revenue purposes. 
Bnt beyond that they cannot go,as Sir John 
Macdoriald pointed out in the debate on 
the address, Inthe absence of Dominion 
legislation, any man by tendering the li- 
cense fee fixed by the Provincial Govern- 
ment can open a tavern and shop for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, and can put at 
defiance all the restrictions. imposed by 
Provincial legislation. . 

Nor is this view one which bas Seon 
advanced now for the first time, and with 
the party object of influéucing the Ontario 
elections, as is boing asserted by the friends 
of Mr. Mowat, in the campaign now going 
on in Ontario, If anyone who is interest- 
ed in this subject will take the trouble to 
look at the Sessional papersof the House 
of Oommons for 1877, he will find in paper 
No. 89 a report under date of 6th January, 
1873, from Sir John Macdonald, who was 
at that time Minister of Justico, on certain 
Provincial Acts, upon which he was com- 
pelled, by virtue of his office, to give an 
Opinion as to their allowance or disallow- 
ance. Among these Acts was one of the 
Legislature of Ontario, entitled, ‘‘ An Act 
** to establish Municipal Institutions in the 
“Districts of Parry Sound, Muskoka, 
‘Nipissing and Thunder Bay,” upon 
pbich Sir John Macdonald reported as fol- 
ows }— 

‘While the undersigned recommends 
that this Act should be allowed to go into 
operation, he thinks it well that the 
twenty-sixth’ section should be brought 
tinder the notice of the Ontario. Goyern- 
ment, The undersigned doubts the power 
of tho Provincial Legislature to give ao 
Manicipal\Council power to pass’ By-laws 
limiting the number of licenses for the sale 
of intoxicating liquors, Such Legislature 
has the power of making laws respecting 
licenses in order to the raising of a revenue, 
and apparently for no further purpose, If 
it cannot itself limit the number of licenses 
to be issued, it would seem that it cannot 
confer that power on a Municipal Council.” 

That opinion was given two years before 
the Crooks Act was introduced, and had no 
teference to it. It was given before there 
was any question of a political character in 
connection with the license system. Sir 
John was most unwilling to interfere with 
the Provinces in their legislation on the 
traffic, and he contented himself with sim- 
ply calling attention tothe subject and to 
his own strong opinion that Provincial 
Legislatures had not the power, under the 
British North Adorica Act, to limit the 
number of licenses to be issued. The case 
to-day stands ina different position, and 
there is really no option left, if the traffic 
is to be restricted, The recent decision of 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Ooun- 
cil, the highest legal tribunal of the 
Empire, has confirmed the correctnesss of 
Sir, John Macdonald’s opinion, and made 
it, therefore, absolutely necessary that tho 
Parliament of Canada should legislate if the 
traffio is to be restricted at all. 

Weare aware that there are those who 
fear that, in so far as Ontario is concerned, 
the restrictions imposed by the Urooks’ Act 
Will be lessened. We do not believe there 
is any ground for such fears, The complaint 
against the Orooks’ Act ia twofold, firat that 
the machinery which is employed for its 
administration has been used for party 
political purposes; and second, that the 
revenues which, under the old law went to 
the municipalities, haye, under this one 
been diverted tothe Provincial Treasury. 
The restrictions and limitations of thé law 
are not complained of, and we shall 
bo greatly surprised if they are in any 
way lessened under the bill which will 
soon be presented to Parliament. It is 
in thé interest of public morality that 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors’ should 
be hedged about by the strictest limita- 
tions, and that no doubt should exist as to 
the perfect legality of such limitations. 
The changes we hope to see are not in tho 
restrictions, which, in some respects, might 
even be increased, but in the administra- 
tion of the law. When the Urooks Act 
wos introduced, it was promised by Mr. 
Mowat that the Commissioners and Inapec 
tors should be chosen from both sides of 
politics, He does not deny that promise, 
but ho says experience has taught him that 
a Government measure cannot be success- 
fully worked except by friends of the Goy- 
ernment, The statement is nonsense, un- 
less on the presumption that the law is to 
be used, in its administration, for party 
purposes, It has been so used in the niost 
shamoless manner. We bolieve that a more 
change of Government weuld not reinove 
this objection; it would simply transfor 
the influence to tho other side, What is 
wanted, as it seema to us, ia that tho ad- 
ministration of .the law shall be placed in 
the hands of an independent body, ev officio 
in its character,and upon which the muni- 
cipalities might have a representative ; and 
that the proceeds of the liconaes, except a 
small sum necessary for the administration 
of tho law, should go to the municipalitios. 
Some such arrangement would remove the 
license system from the bane of party po- 
litical influence, while it would secure by o 
Jaw, passed by what 1s now doolared to bo 
tho only competent authority, all «those 
restrictions which, in the interests of mo- 
rality, it is so important to preserve,

The Tichborne Claimant and His 
Children, 


A BIKTHDAY VISIT TO HIM IN VYRISON 


(From the Hampshire Te legraph and Sus 
ex Olu onicls, January 6) 

By special permission of tho Home Secre- 
tary, Roger and James, tho soe of the 
Tichborne Olaimant, otherwise Thomas 
Castro, were pormittod to seo him at tho 
Portsea Convict Prison yesterday, This 
indulgence had been extended to the 
prisoner through the instrumentality of the 
Hon, Evelyn Ashley, MP, and on the 
representation of Mr. 8, 8, Pence, of 
Portemouth, late Sheriff of Southampton. 
It was the first timo during his period of 
incarceration that the claimant had béeon 
allowed to see his children, and after the 
visit to the prison Mr, Pearce met the 
members of tho press ina room atthe 
Bedford Hotel, Commercial road,” Land- 
port, and gave av account of the interview 
from notes taken at the time. Thore was 
alao preaont at the in the interview Messrs, 
W. H. Purkis (Southampton), G. Gray, D, 
Wyatt (Portemouth), A. Wyatt (Fareham) 
with whom the lads had been staying—and. 
J. 8, Helsby (Farcham), as well us the two 
sons of the claimant and a young lady - re- 
porter attached to Mr, Bradlaugh’s organ. 
Mr. Pearce, in announcing what had oc- 
curred at the interview, said :—To-day 
being his fifty-fourth birthday I comthenced 
the interview by wishing him, on behalf of 
myself and his friends outside, ‘‘ Many 
happy returns of the day,” and expressed 
the hope that on the next enniversary we 
might be able to congratulate each other 
outside. I informed him that there was an 
unmistakably growing teeling in his favor 
among the middle classes, I also told him 
that his children were being well cared for A 
that his son Roger hal obtained first prize 
at Sherwood College, Romsey, and that his 
second son James had obtained a special 
prizo for general instruction, The rules of 
the prison not allowing him to haye the 
books, the yolumes were shown him, and 
he was-very pleased to read the inscriptions 
onthe title pages. I aided him: ‘Is itat 
your expross wish that your two sons visit 
you to-day /” He replied, ‘*Undoubtedly. 
I told Mr, Onslow many years ago that I 
would not like them’ to a¢e.mo in a convict’s 
dress, thinking at the same time that I 
would not live to work out my sontence, 
and that as they wore very young the 
impression would never be érased from 
their minds. ButnowI am more than 
pleased to see them.”’ I then said, **Koger 
is anxious to write to the Home Secretary 
to request him to release you, as he him- 
self and his brothers and sisters are getting 
on in years and require the anxious 
care and attention of a father. Do you 
approve of it?” He said: ‘‘Oertainly ; I 
do not disapprove of it.’’ Lasked ‘‘ What 
about diet?” Hereplied ‘I must be very 
careful in answering that question, but I 
have no complaint whatever to make. 
Everyono is very kind to me.” I asked “Is 
there any truth in the statement that has 
recently goue the round of the papers, that 
you have been placed in irons?” He said : 
“Tt is utterly untrue.” Roger then asked 
hia father what the, badge he wore on the 
sleeve of his coat meant? Ho replied,**Tbhe 
first-class badge for good conduct, and I 
cannot wear that and irons at the same 
time.” He then went.on to say, atill talk- 
ing of good conduct, ‘‘Roger,all my trouble 
has been brought on me for speaking the 
truth in the witness box. Ifyou are ever 
placed in a similar position,do I as did,and 
speak the truth; no matter what may be 
the result, Pat your trust in God, Value 
conscience and your soul rather than pro- 
perty or wealth.” Iasked himif he had 
heard of the passing of the Olosure Reso- 
lutions, and he said ‘* Yes; and glad am I 
to hear it, for probably now more attention 
will be paid to demonstrate legislation, and 
my case may be considered.” I said ‘‘We 
are in hopes of that ourselves, and a great 
thing is to gota Government inquiry into 
the whole case. Whileno hopes can be 
heid out for immediate release, strange 
things occur in these days, and you may 
find yourself outside. Ifyou do, be very 
careful not to sign anything without con- 
sulting with your solicitor Mr. Kimber.” 
He said, ‘‘ You may rely on moe; I shall be 
very careful.” I said, —‘* Would you like to 
see your daughters!’ He said,—‘ The 
greatest wish of my heart would be to see 
my dear girls.” Ho afterwards said,— 
“Thank all my friends for their trouble. 
I cannot speak all I feel at their great 
kindness. I have no fault to find with the 
officials hore ; on the contrary,I experience 
the greatest kindness from all, and suppose 
the only reason for that is because I try to: 
act atraightforwardly in eyery respect, Bo 
kind enough to specially mention to Mr, 
Hayward, of Southport, who met my 
mothor in Paris, how much I thavk him for 
all his effortsoa my behalf.” He said he 
was glad hia children wore being so well 
cared for, and stated that he was very well 


in health and spirits.

Marine and Fisheries 


SUBSTANCE OF THE MINISTARIAUL REPORT FOR 
1582. 


Orrawa, Feb. 23.—The report of the Min- 
ter of Marino and Fishories, lafd on the table 
of the House this afternoon, contains much 
interestinglinformation, Tho total expenditure 
last yoar on the Dopartment was $894,642, or 
$805 lors than the appropriation, Tho produce 
of the Dominion fishories for the past yoar is 
valuod at $16,088,672, an inorease over tho 
preceding year of $271,510, Tho value of tho 
fish exported from Canada for the fioal yoar is 
$6,598,884, boing $245,537 in oxoras of the 
previous yoar. A sum of $92,700 71 was 
expended for the general service, and the cost 
of maintonanco and running expenses of the 
armbd steamer La Canadienne, employed in 
protecting the Gulf fishories, was $15,276 07, 

eai(lea a farther sum of $11,689 33 for ralslog 
her when wrecked and for special repairs, a 
total of $119,666 ll. Refercnoe is made to 
tho fact that owing to the recent decision of 
tho}Supreme Court the Dominion Go. 
vernment had no power to grant exclusive 
fishiog ‘privileges on nop-tidel waters the 
leasing of these rights bas been discontinued, 

FISH CULTURE, 

The following figures show the work done 
by tho fish hatcheries :—The eggs and fish 
laid’ down in hatcherios were :—Salmon, 6,- 
612,000; salmon trout, 8,350,000 ; speckled 
tront, 200,000 ; whitefich, 43,000,000 ; a total 
of 58,162,000 The fish fry distribted during 
the spring has bheen:—Salmon, 5,733,000; 
salmon trout, 2,277,000; California salmon, 
471,000 ; speckled trout, 40,000; pickerel, 
26,500,000 ; whitefish, 20,728,000; a total of 
55,799,000. The totalexpenses of the fish 
culture service were $31,223, 

METEOROLOGICAL, 


Tho meteorological service is dealt with in 
the report of Mr, Carpmaecl, Superintendent 
at Toronto. The service has been increased 
by twenty stations all over the Dominion, two 
first-class fall set of instruments, nine second- 
class rain and temperature, seyen third-olagss 
rain; also thirty-nino rain stations and eight 
sunshine stations in Ontario were established 
by the Provincial Government. Reference is 
made to the fact that the co-opération of the 
Local Governments of Ontario aud Manitoba 
has been secured. The new system of storm 
signals is reported to work satisfactorily, Du- 
ring the year S41 signals wore issued and 658 
verified, or over 78 per cent, Out of 556 pre- 
dictions of the direction of the wind, 447, or 
80 per cent. have been verified, Recommend. 
ation is made to oxtend the coast telegraph 
service to the lakes, and also to make the 
stations on the Gulf available as storm signals, 
whioh it is believed could bedone at small 
cost, and would be of great value to the fish- 
ing interests. A specimen colored nap is 
given, showing the rainfall for Ontario. Ref- 
erence is made also to the observations of the 
transit of Venus, the facts of which are the 
same in all important respects as published in 
the newepapers at the time. 


THE LIGHTHOUSE SERVICE 
seems to be eflicieat. The number of light 
stations on December 31 last was 470,and the 
foghorn stations 32, ot which about one-half 
are automatic, For the purpoge of lighthouse 
service all the coast above Montreal, including 


Menitoba (only one light), is called) the On-. 


tario division. It inoludes 152 lights, 169. 
buoys, and cight beacons, Among the new 
lighthouses in course of construction, or pro- 
jected, arethose on Colchester Roef, Lake 
Hie ;at Owen Sound; Mississagua Island, 
Lake Huron ; Hope Island, Georgian Bay, 
The roport also states that the temporary 
lighthouse of Victoria Island, Lake Superior, 
may be replaced by a permanent one, The 
following was the distribution of lights, Xo, 
in the other divisions into which the Do- 
minion is divided :—Quebec, including the 
River and Gulf of St, Lawrenoe, the Straits of 
Belle Isle, and the north-west coast of *New- 
foundland, 145 fixed and revolving lights, 8 
lights, 10 steam fog whistles, 10 fog guns, 58 
buoys, 59 beacons, 8 provision depots, and 9 
life canoes for service among the ice, New 
Brunswiok,93 lights and 10 fog alarms, Nova 
Scotia, 141 lights, 11 fog horns, 1 fog bell, 3 
signal gun stations,6 automatic whistle buoys, 
6 iron bell buoys,320 other buoys,6 stationary 
beacons, 7 lifeboat stations, 3 humane estab- 


lishments, and 4 signal stations. Prince 
Edward Island, 39 lights. British Columbia, 
6 lights. 


Oil for the lights is supplied by a company 
in London, from 2340 at Hamilton and Gode- 
rich to 260 at Halifax or St, John. ‘Tho total 
quantity used was 109,237 gallons. 


DOMINION STEAMERS, 


Several pages of the report are devoted to 
the Dominion steamers, of which tbere are 
eight, mainly used jn the Gulf and Maritime 
Province coasts, The total expenditure on 
thie portion of the service was $135,355. 

Tho Harbor Police of Quebeo and Montreal 
were active during the year. ‘The former 
made 740 arrests and the latter 375, while 2,- 
038 persons received assistance and protection 
from the force. The total cost of the foroa 
ovor receipts since 1880 was $102,019. In 
the Maritime Provinces and Quebeo vraeels 
pay dues to assist in maintaining tho hospitsls 
for sick mariners, Though tho yeesols in 
Ontario incur no dues, the Government hav 
for years past subscribed $500 each for the 
hospitals in Kingeton and St. Catharines. 
Tho total balance of expenditures over re- 
ceipts of the hospital service since Confedera- 
tion is $32,067. A summary of the report of 
the atcamboat inspection only is given, the 
fall report boing contained ins supplement. 
The number of engineers’ cortifioates granted 
for the calendar year of 1882 was 795, of 
which only 22 wore first class, 240) being 
avsistants, the foes for which amounted to 
$3,190.

A new wooden barque called the Kismet, 
measuring 1,029 tons, was built in New 
Brunswick last year, and proceeded under the 
suthority of a Governor's pass from the ° port 
of St. John to Liverpool, Great Britain, to be 
registored thero, making the total number of 
now vessols built in Canada duriog 1882 to be 
189, with a register t munago of 61,142 tons 
valued at $2,751,390, 

Tho tonnage of the Dominion is divided as 
tollows:—New Branswick—Veavels, 1,065:

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The Trent Works 

The annual report of the Minister of 
Public Works contains highly interesting 
partioulars. of the Trent Valley works— 
those works which the Mackenzie Govern- 
ment and the Mowat Government would 
have destroyed;in order to profit their 
friends, thus rendering the Trent Valley 
Canal, which is now being built by the 
Government, an impossibility. We quote 
from the report as follows : 

TRENT RIVER NAVIGATION, 


The booms, piers and slides and all such 
portions of the works as are connected with 
the lumbering operations on the River 
Trent at Ohisholm’s Rapids, Ranney’s 
Falls, Middle Falls, and Orook’s Repids, 
were transferred to a company formed pur. 
posely for the management andmaintenance 
of those works, with the right of levying 
tolls thereon, at the rate of five shillings 
per crib, at each of the slides, except at 
Ohisholm’s and at Orook’s Rapids, where the 
works constructed do not facilitate the 
descent of timber, 

This rate was altered by an Order in 
Council, on the 8th December, 1866, fixing 
the tolls to belevied at Ranney’s Falls, 
Middle Falls and Heely’s Falls, at one cent 
for each log of 18 feet in length, and pro- 
portionate sum of pieces on greater length; 
and one dollar on each crib of square tim- 
ber. ‘ 
The Company are not liable for the re- 
newal of the works, in case of their failure 
from decay of material, or their destruc-

In tho Sougog River, a groat numbor of 
saW logs sunken in tho bed of tho river, and 
whioh impeded navigation, wero removed, 
Thore is now a depth of 6 foot at low wator. 

At Boboaygoon the Department has ro- 
moved obstacles hindering nayigation at 
tho entranoe to the canal. 

At Buckhorn, repairs are boing made at 
the head of tho slide. 

At Lakefield the dam and slide 
considerable ropairs, 

At Peterborough, work is going on for 
removing the refuse and saw dost from tho 
river near the town. 

At Little Lake it is necessary to renew 
the boon. 

Abt Whitlaw’s Rapids the guiding boom 
and the slide planking were repaired. 

At the River Otonabee the refuse and 
saw dust haye acoumulatedin such quan- 
titios that it is necessary to remove them 
in order not to hinder the running of steam 
boats, 

At Hastings, genoral repairs to the slide 
have been effected, and the upper portion 
of the piers has been renewed. It is 
necessary to have the guiding boom re- 
newed, 

At Heeley’s Falls considerable repairs 
aro now being made on the slide, and a 
coffer dam had to be constructed at the 
head of the slide, the planking of which has 
been repaired, 

At Middle Falls no repairs have been 
made, but next year they will be indis- 
pensable, 

At Ohisholm’s Rapids some repairs to the 
dam have been made, and the alide is also 
in need of repairs.

How to Dry Plants. 


Mr. Leo H. Grindon, whese namo is well 
known in scientific circles, gives the following 
practical hinta én this subject in a recent ar. 
ticle inthe Field Naturalist : 

‘The very ancient adage, thatif a thing be 
worth doing at all it is worth doing well, ap- 
plies to the preservation of planta for the her- 
barium as much as to any. great and important 
work or business, Specimens that are no 
better than fragments of brown stick, or that 
soom effigies of plants out out of thin brown 
paper, tbe flowers shrivelled and shrank 60 a3 
to be no longer intelligible, the leaves crum- 
pled and doubled up, everything confused and 
mashed together, such es one may see somes 
times in collections, are altogether undeserving 
ofthe name, Nothing that is not dried in the 
best mannor possible, its colors and configura 
tion preseryed as perfo>tly as tho nature of 
the plant will admit, ought ever to be allowed 
a permanent place in tho herbariuor; the 
bad may be tolerated a while, in default of 
better, but the further a specimen is from 
vivid and pleasing resemblance to the living 
thing, the speedier should be the endeavor to 
supersede it. Specimens from abroad that 
cannot be superseded of course we do not 
speak of. Inthe plants within reach, none 
but admirable representatives of their beat 
features while alive should be considered 
worthy of a place, Plants dry very various- 
ly. Some reqnire not a moment's trouble; 
others demand patienco, Now and then the 
case is hopeless. and we are constrained to 
fall back npon the penoil, and prefer drawings 
oclored ones if possible. Grasses and their 
allies, most kinda of ferns, plants that re- 
semble heather, overlastings,the mature leaves 
of shrubs and trees, call for only the minimum. 
Thoso which try the pationce, and oan be 
managed Only after considerable experience 
with easy ones such as may be illaitrated by 
citation of the hyacioth, To aeoure the best 
reaults, cbtein a half dozen picoes of stout 
millboard cut to about 18 inches by 1% 
inches. Then gather together a hundred old 
nowspspers, and fold them neat and aquare to 
about the dimensions of the mill boards. Four 
or fiye yards of common cotton wadding, & 
score of sheets of tivsue papor and as many of 
blotting paper, all out to the same #120, Colm. 
plete the apparatus, One of the boards servos 
for the foundation ; on this only s nowspaper, 
then a picoe of wadding,and uponthis pl ye the 
specimen intended tobodried, 4 ho cotton 
boing soft and retentive, every portion oan be 
laid in o proper and natural way, including the 
petals of the flowers, A newspaper above, 
two orthree if the speolmens hayo thiok 
stems, and so on, till all shall be deposited in 
tho way of tho first. If the specimens aro 
atioky,or hairy, or of a kind that the wadding 
scoms likely to adhere to, then, before deposit: 
ing them on it, introduce » hslf shoot of the 
tissuo paper, A hoavy weight must be pub 
onthe top of all, sufficient to ombed the 
specimens in the whdding ; then leave the 
whole to rest for twonty four hours. All the 
papers must then be changed, dry ones boing 
put in their place ; aud if the lant sooms to 
throw off a vory coneidorable amount of 
moisture, such as will rondor the wadding 
quite damp, change tho wadding also, A 
sovond and even a third change is dovirable 
at tho end of two or threo daye or & wook 
and when this is made introduce tho blotting 
paper, prossing again till ovorything ia pore 
footly fiat, and tho specimens aro absolutely
